Another Gift of $250,000 for the New 
Institute. 


WAME OF THE DONOR WITHHELD. 


Following P. D. Armour’s gift to the city of 
an institute of technology comes a Christmas 
present of $1,000,000 for the University of 
Chicago from John D. Rockefeller. 

Monday the faculty received a letter from 
‘Mr. Rockefeller giving notice of his intention 
to present 1,000 5 per cent bonds of the total 
value of $1,000,000, principal and interest pay- 
able in gold, The bonds are to be delivered 
to the university Dec. 2, 1893. . 

It is less than ten months since Mr. Rock 
feller made a contribution of a like amount 
in almost the same manner. The new sub- 
scription is announced to the trustees at this 
time that they may know on what scale to 
arrange the work of the university’s second 
school year, which will commence Oct. 1, 


893. 

This addition to the funds is made for the 
further endowment of the work of instruction. 
The Board of Trustees held its regular month- 
ly meeting yesterday afternoon, when the 
letter announcing the gift was read. Its text 
follows: 

No. 26 BROADWAY. New YorkK, Dec. 23.—To the 
Trustees of the University of Chicago.—Gentle- 
men: I will give to the University of Chicago 
one thousand 5 per cent bonds, of the par value 
of one million dollars, principal and interest pay- 


able in gold. 
The principal of this fund is to remain forever 


a farther endowment for the university, the in- 
come to be used only for the compensation of in- 


etructors. 
I reserve the right to designate at my option 


the instruction to which the income shall be 


applied. :

This is Mr. Rockefeller’s fourth donation to 
the university. The first was for $600,000, 
given in May, 1889, for the purpose of found 
ing an institution of learning in Chicago. The 
second was $1,000,000, given in September, 
1890, to enlarge the scope of the institution. 
The third was $1,000,000 in bonds, given in 
February of the present year, for the further 
endowment of the university. The present 
donation of $1,000,000 makes a total of , 600. 
000 from Mr. Rockefeller alone. 

All for Endowment. 

With the exception of $100,000 given for the 

erection of the Divinity dormitory, Mr. Rock- 


“efeller’s subscriptions have all been for the 
purpose of endowment. 


The principal con- 
ztitutes a permanent fund, to be kept forever 


intact. The income only may be expended, 


and no part of this may be used m paying for 
grounds, erection of buildimgs, or making re- 
pairs on any part of the university equipment. 
He has, it is thought, concluded that if he 
manifested a liberal interest in assuring large 
endowments to the university, the citizens of 
Chicago would show a like liberal interest in 
providing its material equipment. Mr. Rocke- 
feller is said to have expressed in the strongest 
terms his gratification at the liberality of the 
men and women of this city, who have made 
contributions to the university aggregating 
about $1,500,000. The remarkable succession 
of gifts making up this amount has encour- 
aged him to continue his own benefactions. 

A trustee of the university said: 

„This last subscription is Mr. Rockefeller's 
response to those magnificent gifts. It is his 
Christmas greeting and a suggestion to the 
people of Chicago for further liberality on 
toeir part. He sees that the university has 
been projected on a large scale; that it has al- 
ready taken rank among the leading univer- 
sities, and that, as its funds and equipment 
fall far short of theirs, a large increase is a 
positive necessity. The endowments he is pro- 
viding with unparalleled munificence. He is 
doing this in the belief that our own citizens 
will not allow the university to lack a com- 
mensurate external equipment in the way of 
buildings, grounds, books, and apparatus. 

The trustees will at once call on the city 
for a contribution of $500,000 for equipments. 
Endowments alone will not make a university; 
every increase in the endowments makes an 
increase in material equipment imperatively 
necessary. 

More Money Needed. 

“The university will now ask Chicago to 
give $60,000 for books, $30,000 for improve- 
ment of the grounds, $50,000 for apparatus, 
furniture, and other equipment, and $360,000 
for buildings. The board feels confident that 
the citizens of this great city will not fali be- 
hind Mr. Rockefeller in interest in their uni- 
versity and liberality to it. Mr. Rockefeller 
has never seen the institution, but he sees the 
magnificent possibilities of development open- 
ing before it, and appreciates the unparalleled 
opportunities presented. He evidently believes 
that Chicago is the location for developing the 
university of the future, and he shows his 
faith by his works. 

“Tt needs no argument to persuade our 
citizens that Mr. Rockefeller is correct in his 
judgment. The university belongs to them. 
They have already indicated their purpose to 
cherish and build it up. A few have given to 
it in no stinted measure. It is believed by 
the trustees that many other men and women 
of Chicago are considering the manifestation 
of a similar spirit of liberality. 

“The members of the Board of Trustees 
are devoting a large part of their time to the 
interests of the institution. The board meets 
regularly every month, and often two or 
three times a month. Committee meet- 

mes are held weekly and sometimes daily. 
The enterprise has developed with a 
rapidity unparalleled in the annals of 
educational institutions. Pledged to a prudent 
and conservative course, the trustees go forward 
as they can see their way clearly. They will 
progress as fast as the patrons of the uni- 
versity willenable them to, and no faster. 
They feel that they have in President Harper a 
man of almost unequaled gifts for organizing 
and administer.ng a great university. 

Mr. Rockefeller has not, thus far, allowed 
the total of the contributions to the university 
to exceed his own. Previous to this latest 
subscription they were approximating his 

res. He is now once more far in the lead. 

If Chicago wishes to encourage him to fur 
ther liberality there seems to be but one way 
to do it. Let $500,000 be given to meet the 
present urgent needs and then $500,000 more 
for the further development of the university.“ 


Another Gift of $250,000. 


Though the million-dollar gift of Mr. Rocke. 
feller makes it small by comparison, it is un- 
derstood that the Chicago University had 
another Christmas gift yesterday, or at least 

an intimation that a gift was about to be 
made. The lesserone is $250,000. Neither 
the giver nor the purpose for which it is given 
isyet made public and the university trustees 


have nothing to say on the subject. President | 
Harper is in New York, but one close to him 
said last night that the $250,000 gift was a fact, 
and that it was not a surprise, having been ex- 
pected for some time. But as to the donor 
and the particular purpose to which the gift 
was to be applied Taz Txuisyez’s informant 
would say nothing. . 

President Harper Delighted. 

President Harperarrived in New York Mon- 
day evening and was seen at No. 609 Temple 
court yesterday by a correspondent for Taz 
Tripune: 
Of course we are delighted with our 
Christmas gift,” he said. Nothing like it 
has ever been known in the history of educa- 
tior. Mr. Rockefeller, although he has given 
such princely gifts, has never seen the uni- 
versity nor has he any official connection 
with it. In fact, he has declined, owing 
to pressure of other business, to be elected a 
member of the Board of Trustees. He is 
closely informed as to its progress, however, 
as he hands out million upon million. We 
think it especially grateful that a citizen of 
the City of New York should display such 
munificence toward an educational institution 
in the City of Chicago.”’ 

President Harper said that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s latest gift was not a complete surprise 
to him, but he did not see where he expected 
him to contribute further to the support of 
the institution. 

“The endowment ana the value of the lands, 
building, and other property of the university 


no amount to about 7. 000, 000, continued 


President Harper. Mr. Rockefeller has 
given $3,600,000. Four hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars was originally raised 
by various people in Chicago to 
establish a university. Marshall Field 
& Co. gave the campus, which is worth 250, 000. 
Then Field and others gave $1,000,000 for the 
erection of buildings. About $500,000 has 
come from the estate of William B. Ogden for 
the establishment of the school of science in 
connection with the university. The Reynolds 
estate has given $250,000 and C. T. Yerkes 
gave $500,000 for the construction of the great 
telescope and observatory. Over $4,000,000 
have been received within a year. We expect 
to have in time such an array of magnificent 
buildings as one sees at Oxford or Cambridge. 
At present we have three dormitories, a lect- 
ure hall, and a gymnasium, and 600 students 
and 119 professors, associated professors, and 
tutors. The fact that it is not a sectarian in- 
stitution is shown by the different religious 
beliefs, both among the instructors and stu- 
dents. There is more than ore Jew in the fac- 
ulty, and I know of several Catholics among 
the students. Let it is a Christian institu- 


tion. 
Faculty is Harmonious. 


President Harper denied the report that 
some professors in the University had re- 
signed and others would resign. 

None has resigned, he said, and none 
will do so. We are all in perfect harmony. 
The foreign professors are well pleased, and 
Prof. von Holst will deliver his first address 
next Monday night on the subject: The 
Need of Universities in America.“ 

Statements that the University at Ann 
Arbor would be injured by the new institution 
at Chicago were incorrect, President Harper 
said. 

„There will be a healthy rivalry between 
the two institutions.“ he continued. Ine 
people of Michigan will be stirred to effort in 
support of their famous university. President 
Angeli told me that he expected the gifts to 
the University of Michigan to largely increase 
because of the establishment of the University 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Gates said that the tube of the great 
telescope is now being constructed at Pitts- 
burg and will be «mounted and exhibited at 
the World’s Fair. The instrument is eighty- 
five feet long and has a forty-inch disk. 

Mr. Rockefeller went to Montreal Monday. 
President Harper is stopping at the Murray 
Hill Hotel. He will start for Chicago Friday. 


LEAVES THOUSANDS FOR CHARITY. 


Granville 8. Ingraham’s Will Provides for 
a Free Hospital—Other Bequests, 

The will of Granville S. Ingraham was pre- 
sented in the Probate Court yesterday, and 
disposes of property valued at $700,000, most 
of which isin real estate. About $120,000 is 
given by the testator for charitable purposes. 

The will first bequeaths $50,000 to the 
widow, Mrs. Harriet A. Ingraham, and also 
the use of the homestead on Washington ave- 
nue, in Hyde Park, for life. From the income 
of a truet fand of $50,000 the trustees are to 
pay $1,800 per annum to Mrs. Fannie E. In- 
graham while she remains unmarried, and 
then it reverts.to her son. To his brother, 
Ferdinand, is given the income of $45,000 for 
life and then it goes to bis heirs. The sum of 
$15,000 is bequeathed to trustees for the bene- 
fit of Levi P. Ingraham, and $10,000 is given 
to Robert P. Whitlock. 

The following persons receive $30,000 each: 
Sarah R. Sunderline, Eliza McNab, Mary E. 
Johanson. The income from $10,000 is to be 
distributed equally among the children of 
Hiram M. Whitlock. To Mary F. Gilchrist, 
Elizabeth .A. Foster, John F., Hattie, Frank 
F., and James F. Giichrist is given $5,000 
each. 

The trustees are given $20,900, to be dis- 
tributed in equal parts among the following 
charitable institutions in Chicago: The 
Foundlings’ Home, the Home for the Friend- 
less, and the Uld People’s Home. 

Concerning his brother, William Sidney 
Ingraham, the testator says: It is my intent 
hereby, inasmuch as I have heretofore given 
him more money than he has manifested 
capacity to appreciate, to cut off and bar him 
and his entirely from any share or portion 
to myestate in any eventor contingency 
whatever.”’ 

As to the residue of the estate the trustees, 
after paying the wife’s expenses, are to use the 
remaining money for the erection and mainte- 
nance of a free hospital, to be located in Chi- 
cago, the widow to select the location and 
direct its management. The hospital is to bear 
the name of the testator, and the fund for such 
purposes is to equal $100,000. 

The will appoints the widow aa executor 
and Henry V. Freeman, John F. Gilchrist, 
and John McNab of Gloversville, N. Y., and 
William M. Johnson of Fulton County, N. Y., 
as trustees. it was executed Oct. 2, 1892. 


TRAP SET TO CATCH A PICKPOCKET. 


After an Exciting Chase in the Boston 
Store He Is Captured. 

Pickpockets continue to ply their trade in 
down-town stores, notwithstanding the close 
of the Christmas shopping season, which drew 
such crowds of people.

OBJECT TO A BRIDGE. 


LEGAL EFFORTS MADE TO KEEP 
HOLDEN COURT CLEAR 


Chancery Suit to Enjoin Marshall Field & 

Co. from Erecting a Covered Way Over 
the Alley Connecting Their Two Stores 
Heard by Judge Tuley—The Trustees of 
the Edward M. Robinson Estate the 
Com plainants— Decision to Be Rendered 
This Morning. 

The chancery suit begun in the Circuit 
Court Dec. 15 to enjoin Marshall Field & Co. 
from erecting a covered bridge connecting 
their old and new stores on Washington street 
came up for a hearing before Judge Tuley 
yesterday morning. As the court-room was 
too cold for comfort the case was heard in the 
office of John J. Herrick in the Portland 
Block. Judge Tuley will render his decision 
this morning at 0. The case is important 
from the fact that the power of the City 
Council to issue permits for the encroach- 
ment on streets and alleys is brought in ques- 
tion and the rights of similar bridges all over 
Chicago are involved. 

The complainants are Edward H. Green 
and Henry A. Barling of New York and Ed- 
ward D. Mandell of Massachusetts, trustees 
under the will of Edward M. Robinson. The 
respondents are Marshall Field & Co., John 
M. Pashley, and the George A. Fuller com- 
pany. The Robinson estate owns the first 
seventy-two feet on Wabash avenue north of 
Marshall Field’s new store. 

The bill filed by the complainants was read 
by Attorney Paddock. It stated that ali the 
available space of the aliey running from 
Washington street to Randolph street, be- 
tween Wabash avenue and State street, was 
needed for sunlight and air by the tenants of 
the Robinsod property. Through this alley 
Marshall Field & Co. proposed to run a cov- 
ered bridge which the bill said amounted to a 
building. Traffic on the adjacent streets was 
becoming greater daily and more dangerous, 
making the use of the alley known as Holden 
court more necessary. The alley was virtual- 
ly equal to a front street. The properties in 
question were secured by rights granted in a 
plat of the Fort Dearborn addition. The plat, 
it was alleged, was duly acknowledged, certi- 
fied, and recorded in the county by M. Bor- 
chard, agent of the Secretary of War, accord- 
ing to the statute of the State, the city owning 
the fee of the streets and alleys. Every one 
who bought lots took them on the condition 
that the streets and alleys should be dedicated 
as designated. The City Council held the 
streets and alleys in trust for public uses and 
had no right to give one citizen rights which 
others did not possess. To stop up Holden 
court at the south end, the bill said, with a 
bridge or building would shut out light and 
air, obstruct the Fire Department in case ‘of 
fire, aud give the court the appearance of being 
Marshall Field & Coa.’s private entrance. 
Furthermore, the bill stated that the City 
Council granted the permit in an exceptional 
way by granting it not to Marshall Field & 
Co. but to John M. Pashley, who had no in- 
terest in the property, bemg simply an em- 
ployé of Field & Co, 

Claims of Complainants. 


The bill also said that the complainants had 
reason to believe that Marshall Field & Co. 
intended ultimately to make the bridge ninety 
feet wide and three stories high. The Council 
had granted the permit without the knowl- 
edge of the complainants, and if the provis- 
ions were carried out irreparable injury would 
result to the property of the complainants. 
The bill prayed for a temporary and a perma- 
nent injunction restraining the defendants 
from proceeding any further with the work. 

Replying to the bill Attcrney Moore, for the 
defendants, admitted the making of the plat 
of the Fort Dearborn addition as stated. He 
stated that similar bridges had been con- 
structed in similar alleys all over the city. It 
was denied that the construction of the bridge 
would do the complainants any harm. The 
big trade of Marshall Field & Co. had in- 
creased the value of adjacent property. In 
case the bridge was put up multitudes of peo- 
ple would be attracted to Wabash avenue ana 
increase the value of the complainant’s prop- 
erty $50,000. The bridge would be fireproof, 
extending forty-five feet from the north 
line of Washington street and no more. It 
would not extend higher than the fourth story. 
Eighteen feet of space in the clear would be 
open @nder the bridge. It would not hinder 
the entrance of light, heat, or air. It would 
not ‘impede traffic or darken windows. It 
would help rather than hinder the Fire De- 
partment by furnishing a place for firemen to 
stand on. Instances of similar bridges being 
granted to firms were cited as follows: Man- 
del Bros., L. J. McCormick, F. W. Crouse, 
John P. Connery, C. W. Pardridge, R. L. 
Martin, and others. 

Marshall Field had spent millions of dollars 
on the new building with the intent of con- 
necting it with his old store. If the bridge 
was not built he would sustain a loss of 
$400,000 to $500,000, and rental values on the 
upper floors would be reduced to the extent of 
$30,000. The defendants asked that the prayer 
of the complainants be dismissed for want of 
equity. 

Grounds for Asking an Injunction. 

The complainants took the position that 
the action of the defendants was a threatened 
breach of an implied covenant entered into 
between the original property owners. At 
the time the alley was laid out a special trust 
was created to keep it open forever. The 
complainants’ remedy was not at law, but in 
a court of equity for an injunction. It was a 
permanent structure, and the injury was irre- 
parable. 

Attorney Paddock, on behalf of the com- 
plainants, read affidavits made by Immanuel 
Frankenthal and Edward Sturtevant, in 
which it was said that the keeping open of 
Holden Court enhanced the rental values of 
the complainants’ property. On the other 
hand it was stated the construction of the 
bridge would materially injure the value of 
the property. The affidavit of Robert W. Hy- 
man Jr. was read. It stated that the bridge 
would diminish air and light in Holden Court 
and impede the approach. The affidavit of 
Ralph N. Trimmmgham, Secretary of the 
Chicago Fire Underwriters’ Association, said 
that in a block covered by buildings, to con- 
nect buildings on opposite sides of an alley 
by abridge would increase insurance rates 
and the fire hazard. 

The attorneys for the defendants offered 
affidavits made by William A. Bond, Aaron 
B. Mead, Albert L. Coe, W. D. Kerfoot, 
George Burkhoff Jr., E. A. Cummings, George 
M. Bogue, E. S. Dreyer, Andrew McNally, B. 
B. Botsford, John R. Walsh, Thomas Mur. 
doch, Byron L. Smith, Albert J. Averill, 
William E. Hale, D. H. Burnham, Henry 
Ives Cobb, Thomas A. Boden, of the Fire 
Underwriters’ Association, and D. J. Swe- 
nie. 

William A. Bond and others gave it as their 
opinion that the bridge would increase the 
value of property on Wabash avenue. E. A. 
Cummings and others thought the bridge 
would increase the value of Wabash avenue 
property 25 percent. Andrew McNally stated 
that he owned a lot next to Mandell Bros.’ 
Wabash avenue store, and that their bridge 
had enhanced the value of his property. 
Thomas A. Boden’s affidavit stated that the 
bridge would not increase the fire risk on the 
complainant’s property. D. J. Swenie also 
gave it as his opinion that the fire risk would 
not be increased. 

Supreme Court Decisions Cited. 


Attorney Herrick in his argument for com- 
plainants cited recent decisions of the Su- 
preme Court showing that original plats 
should forever remain operative. In one case 
a concern was estopped from erecting a bay- 


window over an alley by a property-owner 
whose property did not en abut on the alley. 
He said that after the wi

Field’s store into what was of the court. 

Attorney Wilson, for the defendants, 
that the real cause of the suit was the il!-feel- 
ing on the part of those who had made af. 
fidavits in support of the plainants be- 
cause Marshall Field & Co, did not extend 
their business north on State street. He held 
that Holden court was under the control of 
the public and that the public must bring 
suit. There was no case in equity for an in- 
dividual unless he could prove actual damages. 
Attorney Wilson claimed that such damages 
had not been proved. The complainants were 
not losing anything in rénts, while Field & 
Co. had opened their walls and in the coming 
year would loose thousands of dollars if the 
injunction was granted. 

In summing up his arguments Attorney 
Wilson said that in the city was vested the 
right to vacate, regulate, improve, and con- 
trol streets. Custom showed that bridges 
were permitted. There could be no original 
contract rights to supersede the right of the 
City Council. For any diversion of the use of 
streets by private individuals the public was 
the proper party to ask a femedy unless sub- 
stantial and irreparable lows to an individual 
could be established by him, 

In rebuttal Attorney Paddock said for the 
complainants that the power to regulate 
streets did not give the Common Council the 
right to give a citizen like Marshall Field 
authority to build a store over a public court. 
Ninety-nine thousand cubie feet of solid wall 
obstructed an ailey in which the complainants’ 
rights were vested. Marshall Field, he as- 
serted, was getting thousands of dollars for 
nothing. It had not been shown the defend- 
ante would lose one cent of property by the 
injunction. It would simply take away from 
Marshall Field the right to make money at 
the expense of the weildefined rights of 
others.

BOOKS ON FISH AND ANGLING SECURED. 


The Robert Clarke Collection Comes to 
the Newberry Library. 


The noted collection of books on fish, ang- 
ling, etc., belonging to Robert Clarke of Cin- 
cinnati comes to the Newberry Library. There 
is no collection of books on this specialty in 
the country which will compare with it in 
completeness and value, and only one in En- 
gland, the Dennison Library, which surpasses 
it. 

Forty years ago Mr. Clarke, an enthusiastic 
fisherman and lover of field sports, began to 
collect his library, and it has been his delight 
and recreation during these many years to se- 
cure all fish books, which he did not possess, 
in the best editions, and copies in the finest 
condition—the rarity and cost being no con- 
sideration with him. The books number about 
sixteen hundred and all have been handsomely 
bound ia London.

Ciarke for this library for more than three 
years and the trustees have consummated the 
purchase. Several natural history and sport- 
ing clubs and a prominent Western university 
have endeavored to secure it. The considera- 
tion, however, which. finally prevailed with 
Mr. Clarke was, that, as his fishing days were 
over, and in the event of his death the col- 
lection might be scattered, he would place the 
collection in the Newberry Library, where it 
would be appreciated and used by scholars 
and specialists. 

The price paid for it is not stated, but it is 
understood to be much less than the owner 
would have realized ifthe library had been 
disposed of by auction or sold to a private col- 
lection or club. 

Although not an outright gift Mr. Clarke 
may be regarded asa benefactor of the 11 
brary, as he has made no charge for the time 
and labor he has expended on the collection, 
anc no advance onthe price he paid many 
years ago for books which have enormously 
appreciated in value. 

The Clarke collection of books on angling 
will take rank with the Probasco collection 
(both from Cincinnati) among the treasures 
of the Newberry library.

TO CHIOAGO, IT 18 SAID. 


House in Which Lincoln Died and the Sur- 
ratt Tavern in Which the Plot for His 
Assassination Was Matured Alleged to 
Be Practically Secured for Exhibition 
in 1893—C. F. Gunther and Dr. Gun- 
saulus Reported to Be the Prime Mov- 
ers in the Enterprise. 


Staid old Philadelphia is in a terrible state 
of excitement. New York and Boston have 
caught the alarm. Chicago enterprise is at 
the bottom of it all. The newspapers of the 
Quaker City are in hysterics and the Mayor is 
seriously thinking of ordering out the militia 
~ pt putting a guard about Independence 

all, 


Two amiable Chicago mea, who are not 
considered especially dangerous west of the 
Allegheny Mountains, are directly responsible 
for the uproar. These men are that eminent 
art lover and maker of sweets. C. F. Gunther, 
and the Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus, pastor of 
Ply mouth Congregational Church and Presi- 
deut of the Armour Manual Training School. 

In brief, the Philadelphia papers directly 
charge, what has been hinted at before, that 
these two mild-mannered Chicagoans have 
been down to the City of Brotherly Love try- 
ing to buy Independence Hall, most sacred of 
Philadelphia relics, for the purpose of trans- 
porting it in toto to this city and setting it up 
again as a money-making attraction during 
the Worid's Fair. 

But not (ven here does the heinous plot of 
the Western conspirators stop. They have 
about concluded negotiations for the purchase 
of the house where Abraham Lineoln died in 
Washington and of the Surratt Tavern in 
Maryland, where the conspiracy to assassinate 
Lincoln was hatched and to which John 
Wilkes Booth fled after he had fired the fatal 


shot. 
Discovered the Scheme. 

It was on the day before Christmas that a 
lynx-eyed reporter discovered that Messrs. 
Gunther and Gunsaulus had registered at a 
Philadelphia tavern zometh less than a 
month before. He saw Chicago after their 
names, and immediately suspected that some- 
thing diabolical was on foot. 

He at once woke up the Mayor of the Qua- 
ker City and communicated to him his terri- 
ble suspicions. That official briefly but em- 
phatically expressed himself as follows: 

„ What— what—what—why—who?” 

Then he declared that never during his ad- 
ministration should even a splinter of Inae- 
pendence Hall be removed. , 

Mr. Gunther made no offer for the purchase 
of the historic structure in Philadelphia dur- 
ing his recent trip, providing the mer- 
cenary spirit of the adelphians can be 
sufficiently appeased, no reason exists why the 
buildmg should not be set up in Chicago 
without the change of a single brick from its 
present position. But the citizens of Phila-

his syndicate are already near success. 

The Lincoln house, standing directly 
across the street from Ford's Theater 
on Tenth street, Washington, is now owned 
and occupied by Louis Schade. To him Mr. 
Gunther has made an offer of $45,000 for the 
building, and Mr. Schade admits that it will 
not de safe to tempt him by another raise. 
The room in which President Lincoln died is 
kept almost intact, though outof it Mr. 
Gunther has already purchased and brought 
to tLis city the bed on which the martyr Pres- 
ident breathed his last. 

For the Surratt Tavern, located near Upper 
Marlboro, Md., an offer of $15,000 has been 
made. It was between the joists of the second 
floor of this tavern that Booth and the other 
conspirators hid their ropes and carbines, and 
here Booth stopped temporarily after that 
frightful ride through the night with his 
broken leg. It is prqbable that both the 
tavern and the Washington house will be 
secured, and if Philadelphia objects to bemg 
separated from Independence Hail there is 
room for the entire City of Brotherly Love out 
in the Thirty-second Ward. 


HIS CONFESSED MURDER A VAGARY.

TO FORM A SOFT COAL COMBINE. 


Hocking Valley Operators and Raltlroad 
Companies Figuring on a Pool. 

A new pool is probably about to be organ- 
izeu to handle the output of the Hocking Val- 
Jey bituminous coal. The product of the Hock- 
ing Valley soft coal mines is 6,000,000 tons 
ayear. Four railroads penetrate this coal re- 
gion. They are the Columbus, Hocking Val- 
ley and Toledo, the Toledo and Ohio Central, 
the Columbus, Hocking Valley and Shawnee, 
and the Baltimore and Ohio. 

A few days ago President Waite of the To- 
ledo and Ohio Central suggested that a pool 
be formed by the four railroads and the seven 
great coal operators of the Hocking Valley 
coal mines to handle the output. His idea was 
to sell the 6,000,009 tons to one man or com- 
pany. Each rai would receive a percent- 
age of the entire amount of coal freighted 
from the mines. Soft coal is in great demand 
because hard coal has advanced in price and 
the soft articie is replacing it. 

The seven coal operators have not yet 
agreed to go in the pool. They fear it is too 
like a trust, so no definite steps have yet been 
taken to form the combine. Conferences are 
still being held between representatives of the 
four railroads and the operators. Should 
they come toan agreement the bituminous 
coal combine of Ohio will cut a large figure 
in the coal trade all over the land. Some 
question has arisen as to the legality of the 
proposed pool. The outlook is, however, thas 
the trust will soon be formed, and the pries of 
soft coal will be advanced cousiderably.

18. It is commanded by Capt. Horatio Mo- 
Kay, Vice-Commodore of the line, and a navi- 
gator of more than twenty-five years’ experi- 
ence. Under his command are 2265 officers 
and men. 

„We have every confidence in Capt. Mo- 
Kay’s ability to bring the Umbria safely to 
New York,” said Mr. Brown today. That it 
is late is not surprising, considering the 
weather at sea. There are three reasons for 
the Umbria’s delay: First, Capt. McKay would 
not run at full * against a westerly Ree 
and head seas. He would slowdown. This 
would be more comfortable for the ngers. 
Then the vessel may have hove to for a num- 
ber of hours. Again, if the Captain saw there 
was likely to be continued bad weather he 
would economize the coal so as not to run 
short. If the Umbria is not reported by to- 
morrow night I shall think something has 
happened to the machinery.“ 

ew vessels afloat are better fitted to battle 
with the ocean tempests than the strongly- 
ribbed, steel-bound Umbria. It registers 
7,798 gross tons, is 520 feet long, 57.3 feet 
beam, and 41 feet depth of hold. Although 
forty feet shorter than the Anchor line City 
of Rome the Umbria is five feet broader and 
four deeper. its hull, boilers, and some parts 
of the engines are constructed of the best 
compressed steel, and it is subdivided by 
water-tight bulkheads. The engines are 
triple-expansion and of 2,500 horse-power. 

n one of its trips the Umbria did not 
reach New York from Liverpool until Tues- 
day afternoon. The Etruria some three years 
ago arrived three days overdue, but in good

606 3 sailed from London Dec. 6. 
It is usually a twenty-day boat, and was there 
fore due Dec. 23. The passage was unusually 
stormy and there were few days the lookout 
could see far in any direction. The weather 
was cold and there was almost constant rain, 
snow, or mist. The waves were extremely 
high and washed the decks with terrific force. 
None of the sailors were hurt and no serious 
damage was done to the ship. 

La Normandie experienced a rough voyage. 
It left Havre Dec. 27 and was due Monday, 
but the officers thought they had done well, 
considering the weather. La Normandie 
took the northern course and  cov- 
ered in all 3,132 miles. it was not in 
the path of the Umbria and for this reason its 
officers did not attach much significance to 
the fact that they had not eeen the Cunarder. 
The passengers on the French liner did not 
have a single clear day. They left Havre Sat- 
urday and the followmg night the ship ran 
into a gale that churned up tremendous seas 
and kept everybody below deck. The gale 
continued five days. Waves broke over the 
deck and lashed themselves against the bridge, 
covering it with foam which froze the mo- 
meat it touched the iron and wood work. 
Five days from Havre the ship caught in the 
tail of a cyclone which lasted eight hours. The 
barometer dropped to 28. 

It was a — 4 dismal, and lonely passage 
with not a sight of smoke or sail all the way 
over, Day after day it snowed and rained 
and blew, the prevailing winds bemg from 
southwest to west-northwest. The last five 
days of the voyage the weather grew extremely 
cold and the temperature fell as low as 7 
degrees below zero. La Normandie’s rigging 
was covered with ice and snow and its sides 
were hung with icicles from stem to stern. 
Away up on the bridge there was a solid 
bank of ice and snow a foot deep. 

Loxpox., Dec. 27.—There 1s anxiety at 
Lloyds’ over the non-arrival in New York of 
the Cunard steamer Umbria, which sailed 
from Liverpool Dec. 17 for Queenstown, sail- 
ing from Queenstown for New York Dec. 18.

Today’s was the tenth large fire in this city 
since the disastrous one which burned over a 
large section of the Third Ward on the night 
of Oct. 28. So general now is the belief that 
all of them were started by an incendiary, if 
not by an organized band of firebugs, that the 
insurance companies and citizens generally 
are urging the city officials totake some action 
for the further protection of life and property 
and the apprehension of the incendiary. 

Prompted by the strong public feeling in 
the matter, Mayor Somers has arranged for 
a conference with Chief Foley of the Fire De- 
partment, Chief of Police Janssen, and other 
officials tomorrow, at which it will probably 
be decided to offer a large reward for the 
capture of the person or persons who have 
started the fires. — 

An Early Morning Fire. 

A stranger who was seen to enter the Becker 
company’s tannery, where the fire originated, 
is believed to have set the fire. The tannery 
had been shut down for two days on account 
of Christmas, and Hans Peterson, the fore- 
man in one of the departments, came 
down at 5 o'clock this morning to have 
evervthing in readiness when his men got 
around at 7 o'clock. At ten minutes before 6 
o’clock, accofing to Mr. Peterson’s story, he 
saw aman carrying a pail go up-stairs into 
the finishing department. He thought at the 
time it was a workman who had got around 
unusually early and he paid no further atten- 
tion him. Ten minutes later flames 
broke out of the finishing department where 
Peterson claims to have seen the man go. He 
saw nothing of him after the fire broke out, 
and concludes he must have started the fire 
and then made his escape, unnoticed, as it 
was still dark. 

So rapid was the spread of the flames in the 
tannery that the warehouse and back sheds 
adjoining were on fire before the arrival of 
the first tire company. 

Immediately after his arrival Chief Foley 
sent iu a third alarm, calling nearly all the 
remaining fire department of the city to the 
scene. Despite the efforts of the firemen the 
flames spread rapidly among the big build- 
ings, which cover over three acres of ground, 
and then leaped across a narrow alley to Con- 
rad Bros.’ tannery, which, with its adjoining 
buildings, covers about two acres of ground. 

Five acres of flame, a brisk southwest wind, 
and zero weather were what the firemen had to 
contend with tor several hours before the fire 
was gotten under control. 

Conrad Bros,’ tannery is nearly a total loss, 
but the storehouse of the Becker company, 
together with the office, was saved. 


How the Lives Were Lost. 


Reischman, the member of the insurance 
patrol, and Sullivan, the fireman, who lost 
their lives, were both at work on the second 
floor of Conrad Bros.’ tannery, when there 
occurred an explosion and immediately the 
room was enveloped in adense smoke. The 
companions of both men retreated and made 
their escape, but Reischman and Sullivan in 
some manner lost théir way and became de- 
tached from their companies. Neither was 
missed fora few minutes, then people on a 
high bank in front of the building saw the 
tigure of a man at a second-story window. 
Two firemen climbed up the fire escape, 
smashed in a window and dragged out the 
form. It was Reischman, but he was already 
dead, having been suffocated by the smoke. 

After Sullivan was missed a search for him 
was instituted, but his body was buried in the 
ruins and had not been recovered up to even- 
ing. He was married less than a year ago and 
leaves his wife and a babe. 

While the firemen were searching this after- 
noon for Sullivan’s body they found that of 
another man dressed in citizen’s clothing. It 
was burned beyond recognition, but is believed 
to be an employé of Conrad Bros.’ tannery, 
named Martin Labode, who was assisting 
within the tannery in an attempt to check the 
flames, and has since been missing. 

Yeo, Mahoney, and Huebner, three of the 
injured firemen, were buried beneath falling 
walls and were rescued with considerable diffi- 
culty. .

ies. 

S. A. Orchard, 7 of the furniture 
company bearing that name, valued his stock 
at $100,000 and the bu:lding at half as much;

Then, too, they explain that the 
extremely cold weather of the last few days 
has rendered it exceedingly difficult to keep 
steam enough on hand to answer the demands 
for warming the building, leaving little sur- 
plus steam in the boilers. A policeman stand- 
ing in front of the Orchard building when the 
explosion occurred declared it was from gun- 
powder, as he detected the odor plainly and 
thought he observed a flash just before the 
report was heard. Mr. Orchard can- 
not account for this, as there was 
no powder kept in the building or 
anything else of an explosivecharacter. The 
fire department advances the theory that it 
was tumbling floors that the people mistook 
for an explosion, and think the fire had been 
smoldering since the hour of closing, gradu- 
ally burning away the interior supports, and 
when the crash came glass was forced 
outward, and the free circulation of the air 
carried the flames to the street, exposing 
the fire to view of re-by. Local detectives 
carefully examined the surroundings during 
the fire to substantiate a vague theor 
burglars blowing the safe had caused the ex- 
plosion and in this way the fire had orig- 
inated, but with poor success, as the swaying 
walls made it dangerous to approach the im- 
mediate vicinity, and the whole affair is sur- 
rounded by mystery. 


STAVER & ABBOTT ARE SCORCHED, 


Their Big Plant at Auburn Park in Dan- 
ger—A Loss of $50,000, Fully Insured. 

A portion of the big plant of the Staver & 
Abbott Wagon company, at Seventy-sixth and 
Wallace streets, in Auburn Park, was burned 
last evening. The loss was $50,000. The en- 
gine at Eighty- first street and Vincennes 
avenue responded to the first alarm. 
When Fire Marshal Kenyon arrived 
he turned in a4—11 alarm, as the fire was 
burning fiercely intwo of the frame structures 
of the plant in dangerous proximity to the 
large main buildmgs, which are stored with 
combustible material used in the manufacture 
of wagons and farm implements, 

The first two engimes put streams on the 
blacksmith shop, a one-story frame structure, 
where the fire had gained the greatest head- 
way. An adjoining building af woud, cov- 
ered with iron sheeting, was also abiaze, but 
the fire was kept from spreading until the oth- 
er engines arrived, when it was subdued in 
short order. 

The fire was discovered by the watchman. 
It was under considerable headway then. It 
is believed that it was caused by a spark 
from a chimney of an engine, vhough Mr. 
Abbott is inclined to think that it was a case 
of spontaneous com Bustion. 

The loss amounts to $50,000, which is fully 
covered by insurance, It was placed by R. S. 
Critchell & Co., Nos. 141 gnd 143 La Salle 
street. Of this $28,333 is placed in various 
companies and $21,666 1s in the New England 
Mutual. 

The damage consists in the total destruction 
of the frame building where the fire originated, 
in which was considerable material, consist- 
ing largely of wheels. In the “‘iron-clad 
room“ was valuable wood-working ma- 
chinery. This will prove nearly a total loss. 
though the building was only partially burned, 

The fireman had a hard time. The mercury 
was 8° above zero, and their clothing was soon 
covered with ice, 

The fire will occasion but brief delay, and 
will not prevent the firm from filling orders 
on hand. Less than twenty men are thrown 
out of employment. The buildings will be 
rebuilt at once and new machinery purchased. 
The plant of the company covers six acres 
and gives steady employment to 375 men, The 
company has been in operation for ten years 
and is the principal industrial institution in 
Auburn Park. 


Fire in the Leland Hotel. 


Fire was discovered between the joists under 
the floor of the parlor at the Leland Hotel at5 
o’clock yesterday morning. As the danger was 
slight a few firemen with extinguishers went over 
from the Battery, and after cutting away a few 
feet of flooring the fire was easily put out. The 
damage will not exceed $50. It is supposed that 
the fire originated ina defective flue connected 
with the stovein the wine cellar. Only two or 
three of the guests knew anything about the af- 
fair until late in the morning.

PROF. JOSEPH KARGE DIES IN A CAB. 


He Was Teacher of Continental Languages 
at Princeton. 

New Tonk, Dec. 7.—[ Special. — Prof. 
Joseph Karge of Princeton, with Profs. Fine 
and Huss, also of Princeton, left there at 2 
o’clock this afternoon to come to this city. 
Prof. Karge, who was teacher of continental 
languages at Princeton, and a man of dis- 
tinguished achievement here and in Europe, 
intended to spend part of the Christmas holi- 
days in this city. The three professors board- 
ed a Pennsylvania railroad ferryboat at Jer- 
sey City shortly before 4 o’ciock and sat 
down in one of the cabins. While the boat 
was on its way across the river Prof. 
Karge, who had been chatting with his friends 
and seemed to be in the best of health and 
spirits, was suddenly seen to be gasping for 
breath. Then he become unconscious, and 
there was some excitement among the other 
passengers who thought he had died. As soon 
as the boat arrived at its slip in this city a cab 
was called, and Prof. Karge was lifted into it 
in an unconscious condition. The driver of 
the cab was told to drive to the Astor House, 
where some of the party had intended to 
stay. Prof. Karge expired before the cab 
reached its destination. Death was caused 
by heart failure.

Fire Department Expenses Cut Down Be- 
low the Safety Point. 

New York, Dec. 27.—[Special.]—With its 
horses on short rations and a constantly ac- 
cumulating supply of damaged apparatus at 
the repair shop, the Fire Department of this 
city will soon find itself in dire straits unless 
the cily officials who are responsible 
for the .situation cease their efforts 
to save a few hundred dollars by 
imperiling the safety of millions of dollars’ 
worth of property. The horses of the depart- 
ment have had the amount of food supplied 
them reduced one-third. Other reductions in 
the supply of gas, electric light, and steam 
heat have also been ordered, while horseshoe- 
ing has been restricted as far as possible. 
Chief Bonuer said tonight: The reduction 
of the department supplies is bad enough 
in each instance, but it is especially 
dangerous at this time of the year owing to 
the decrease 1n the number of men employed 
at the repair shops. This is a bad month for 
fires, and the cold weather makes accidents to 
our apparatus very frequent. At each fire we 
are nearly sure to have at least three acci- 
dents to some of our machines. In this way 
we are being constantly deprived of valuable 
accessories to efficient service, and the reduc- 
tion of the force of repairers is a serious mat- 
ter. 


NEW YORK VIEW OF HOG FAMINE, 


A Merchant Pronounces the “Spring Rain” 
Theory “All Bosh.” 

New Tom, Dec. 27.—[{Special.]—John 
Cinnamon, a well-known commission mer- 
chant and member of the exchange, said to 
day: 

The statement of the Chicago packers 
that the hog famine is dus to the spring rains 
is all bosh. The whole amount of it is that 
Phil Armour and the other usually long- headed 
men got nipped in alittle squeeze operated 
by such men as Charlie Wright and John 
Cudahy of Chicago and now they have not got 
the pork and can not get it. The speculation 
in corn which was carried on so extensively 

ut the price up so high that the farmers 
ound it much more profitable to 
market their corn than feed it 
to the hogs, 80 
animals and sent them to market. The result 
was that the summer killing increased about 
one million head and the winter supply is 
short. Then, too, the opening of fureign mar- 
kets to the American hog had a great deal to 
do with it. Germany and France tried to 
force our porkers out by cutting their home 
prices and we cut under them and flooded the 
market. The only difference here is the in- 
creased price to consumers, as there is no 
speculation. 

New York does notspeculate in provisions 
and lets futures, as far as they are concerned, 
severely alone. The supply is gradually in- 
creasing, however, and will soon be all right.“

WATER AND STEAM PIPES BURST. 


A Building at Lake and Clark Streets Del- 
uged—Damage Done. 

Water and steam from bursted pipes del- 
uged the building southeast corner of Lake 
and Clark streets at 10 o’clock yesterday 
Morning and caused a damage of about $5,000. 


The engineer allowed the fire to go out over

‘he water ran down the stairway in torrents 
to the second floor, through which it pene- 
trated and soaked a considerable portion of 
Fred Griesheimer’s stock of — on the 
first floor and in the basement. r. Grie- 
sheimer’s loss will be about $2,000. The water 
stood a foot deep in the basement. 

The logs on the building was estimated at

LITERARY SCHOOL OPENED. 


First of a Series of Lectures on Shakspeare 
by Prof. R. G. Moulton. 

The sixth annual literary school was 
opened yesterday morning at No. 10 Van 
Buren street and will be cOntinued morning 
and evening during the present week. About 
100 persons were present. The speakers were 
Richard G. Moulton, Ph. D., Denton J. Sni- 
der, and the Hon. William T. Harris. Prof. 
Moulton, who delivered an address on The 
International Revival of Literature,” is a man 
of imposing presence, has a musical and mod- 
ulated voice, and presents his thoughts in a 
lucid and ordered way, which made the act of 
listening to him a luxury. The otherspeakers 
generally emphasized the statements he made. 

The study of the classica,“ he said, had 
prevented the study of English literature in 
the leading universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge and in other places of learning. The 
Athenians did not search for models in a for- 
eign language when they taught their chil- 
dren the lines of Homer.“ The lecturer 
touched on the situation of literature in 
France and Germany, and concluded we were 
now in the twilight of the revival. The Ger- 
mans by their comparative method taught us 
how to judge modern works without refer- 
ring them to classical models. He cited 
eighteenth century critics like Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, who treated Shakspeare patronizing- 
ly and measured him according to the old 
artificial standards, He is to be studied as we 
study nature. 

The lecturer laid stress on the essential 
unity of all literatures. Literature was the 
retiection of human life. It was not enough 
to study letters philologically; they were to 
be studied spiritually—in their relation 
to humanity. To embrace all the 
mountain peaks of mind, like Homer, 
Dante, 1 agen and Goethe, they are to 
be read in vernacular. Their essential

It Is a Mistake, Says the Director of the 
Chicago Pasteur Institute, to Give Pa- 
risian Professors the Credit of First Using 
Anti-Rabic Virus as a Remedy for Fita 
He Avers That He Himself Found Out 
the Virtues of His Treatment for Nerv- 
ous Diseases. 


Dr. A. Lagorio, the Director of the Chicago 
Pasteur Institute, No. 65 Randolph street. 
says that he is the discoverer of the new cure 
for epilepsy that is now attracting the atten- 
tion of physicians. Dr. Paul Gibier, Presi- 
dent of the New York Bacteriological A 
read an exhaustive paper before the Medica! 
Society of the County of New Tork Monday 
evening m which the new treatment is dis- 
cussed, but he does not give Dr. Lagorio the 
credjt of the discovery. In fact the New York 
physician does not seem to be aware that the 
discovery was made by an American physi- 
cian and is laboring under the impression that 
he himself was the first to apply the treat- 
ment in this country. : 

In his paper Dr. Gibier speaks of an article 
published in the French medical journals two 
years ago in regard to an epileptic patient 
treated at the Pasteur institute in Paris for 
the bite of a mad dog, who was cured of his 
epilepsy by the anti-rabic injection. 

Dr. Lagorio said yesterday that Dr. Gibier 
was mistaken regarding the patient having 
been treated in Paris. He was treated in 
Chicago at the Pasteur institute by Dr. La- 
gorio. This was in August, 1890. Dr. Lagorio 
was treating the patient for a dog bite. The 
sufferer was a boy five years of age, 
who was subject to epilepsy. Having 
undergone acourse of Pasteur treatment for 
a dog bite he not only never suffered bad con- 
sequences from the bite but recovered from 
the epilepsy as well. Dr. Lagorio stated yes- 
terday that the epilepsy did not return to the 
child and that he was now in perfect th. 

Not to Be Made Public Yet. 


**T have said little about my discovery,“ 
said Dr. Lagorio, for the reason that I am 
not quite ready to make public my manner 
of treating patients suffering from this disease. 
I am now preparing a paper which I will read 
before one of the medical societies in the near 
future. At that time I will make known tv 
the profession what I have discovered. After 

discovered that the Pasteur treatment had 
cured the boy of epliepsy of course I began 
an investigation, and | kept up a communica- 
tion with the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 

Last May three patients were brought to 
Pasteur from Charcot to be treated for epi- 
lepsy, and my treatment was applied with suc- 
cess. In June Prof. De Giovanm of the clinic 
of Padua made a report as to his experience 
with treating patients for epilepsy according 
to my discovery, and it was in effect that it 
had proved successful, I refer to these in- 
stances to show that the treatment has been 
tried by some of the leading men of Europe. 

Since then I have treated a number of pa- 
tients suffering from this disease. I will men- 
tion four iu particular. They were the worst 
subjects I could select. Each patient had 
from six to eight epileptic attacks a day. Two 
of the subjects had suffered from infancy and 
were almost total idiots. They suffered from 
every phase of the disease. 

How the Cure Was Discovered. 


„% The results of the injections were remark- 
able. From the first they manifested signs of 
improvement, and after three days of treat- 
ment the spasms stopped entirely. They not 
only improved physically but they regained 
their mental faculties in a marked degree. 
The mind was clearer and they could remem- 
ber events and circumstances they had never 
been known to refer to before in conversation. 
One patient remembered what he nad 
studied in school when a child. His geography 
and arithmetic came back to him. : 

In some cases I have treated the epileptic 
attacks did return, but they were not nearly 
so severe as before the treatment was admin- 
istered. I expect to resume the treatment of 
those to whom I refer, but not with anti-rabic 
virus. i will treat them with emulsions of 
normal nervous substance. 

hold to a different ow from all others 
as to the cause of epilepsy. believe it is due 
to toxine which becomes elaborated in the 
body, especially in the nervous system, Its 
effects on the nervous system is the cause of 
the spasms. After that we find no peculiar 
morbid changes which we can call character- 
istic of the disease of epilepsy.” 

Dr. Lagorio when he read the report of Dr. 
Gibier’s lecture said that his treatment was 
the same as that discussed in the paper read 
by the New York physician, but stated that 
the Eastern physician was laboring under a 
misapprehension as to the discovery being 
made in Paris or that he was the first to 
apply the treatment in thig country. 
He admitted that the material used for the in- 
jections is prepared from the vital organs of 
the sheep.

Isaac and Rebeka, and Jacob and Leah. It is 
fair to state that there is much room for doubt 
in regard to the first pair, but the man who 
named the place may have thought he knew 
enough about the business to justify him in 
doing it. 

Ir the first sixteen days in December money 
orders aggregating about $1,600,000 were 
sent from the United States to Europe by 
the mails, all of it understood to be sent by 
former immigrants to their kindred in the 
Old World. Ine movement is not likely to be 
repeated if the Democrats institute free trade 
in this country. The result of such change 
must be to send down American wages to the 
European level, and then the workers would 
have little to spare for their friends on the 
other side of the broad Atlantic. 


Tun silver dollar is now actually worth about 
G4 cents, so that if the Columbian half dollar 
coin were half the weight of the silver dollar it 
would be worth 82 cents. But it contains 
only 192.9 grains of standard silver, and there- 
fore is not intrinsically worth more thaa 30 
cents. A Boston paper thinks that the 
fact of “he Columbian coins selling like 
hot cakes for a dollar shows what patriot- 
ism and Chicago genius can accomplish when 
in combination, and it is right. The fact 
noted is a little one, but may be taken as an 
index of greater ones, on the old idea of judg- 
ing Hercules by the size of his foot. 


Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators and 
afloat last Saturday evening were 11,767,000 
bushelsof wheat, 5,472,000 bushels of corn, 2,- 
725,000 bushels of oats, 418,000 bushels of rye, 
and 51,000 bushels of barley. Total, 20,433,000 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 11,957,000 
bushels a year ago. For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade states 
the visible supply of grain in the United States 
and Canada as 79,834,000 bushels of wheat, 
11,126,000 bushels of corn, 6,672,000 bushels of 
oats, 1,194,000 bushels of rye, and 2,280,000 
bushels of barley. These figures are larger 


5 than the corresponding ones a week ago by 
1.814.000 in wheat and 403,000 in corn. The 
visible supply of wheat for the corresponding 


Week a year ago increased 1,472,272 busheis. 
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sbarply, while corn was easy and oate a shade 


firmer. Provisions were strong and higher 
on the lighter receipts of hogs. As compared

Ir seems to be clear from the laws and 
ordinances that the Mayor ought not to at- 
tempt to : the official head of the 
Department of Public Works. It is evident 
that the proper way to fill the place left vacant 
by Mr. Aldrich’s resignation is not for the 
Mayor to designate himself as acting Com- 
missioner, but to appoint some one to the posi- 
tion. If he can find no one who will accept 
for the short remainder of the term he can 
temporarily “‘appoint some suitable person 
to discharge the duties of the office.” The 
ordinances imply that the Mayor himself 
shall not be that person. It is true that Mr. 
Harrison was Acting Commissioner. But he 
went first to the Council, stated that it was 
impossible to find at once a suit- 
able successor for Mr. Cregier, and asked 
to be allowed to fili the place him- 
self till he could find a proper man. 
That action may have been legal. 
There is nothing in the fact that it does not 
seem to be lawful for the Mayor to hold two 
offices to hinder his carrying out his reform 
measures. While it may be impossible for 
him to be technically at the head of the de- 
partment, practically he can run it. All he 
has to dois to pick out some dummy who 
will do just as the Mayor tells him. The su- 
pervisory powers of the Mayor will not be les- 
sened in the least by the fact that he cannot 
sign himself Acting Commissioner.“ There- 
fore it would not be wise for the Mayor to 
get into a controversy with the Council or 
anybody else over his right to hold two 
offices. 


THE NON-VOTERS OF NOVEMBER. 

The total vote cast at the last Presidential 
election was a little over 11,900,000. A con- 
temporary, assuming that there is one voter 
to every five persons, and that there are con- 
sequently about 13,000,000 voters in the United 
States says that the November vote was a 
light one. It was lighter than the above esti- 
mate would indicate. The total number of 
males of voting age in 1890 was nearly sev- 
enteen millions. Of these 4,300,000 were for- 
eign-born, but 2,500,000 of them were natural- 
izeds Hence the total number of adult males 
entitled to vote in 1890 was 15,100,000. But 
owing to the lax laws of the Western States 
many foreigners are permitted to vote before 
they have taken out their final papers. They 
are offset in part by the adult males who live 
in the Territories and cannot vote. Two 
years and a half have passed by since the cen- 
sug was taken, and in that time there must 
have been an increase of about 6 per cent at 
least in the number of adult males. There- 
fore the total number entitled to cast ballots 
for President in November cannot have been 
far fro.a sixteen millions. The question is, 
Why did about 4,100,000 voters stay at home? 

The answer is that some of them were in 
jails and poorhouses. Some of them were 
sick or feeble. Some were necessarily away 
from home. Some failed to register. These 
are some of the causes of abstention from 
voting, but not the chief one. It appears that 
in the Southern States, south of and inelud ing 
North Carolina, Tennessee, and Arkansas, 
where there &re few persons of foreign birth, the 
total number of votes cast was about 1,800,000 
less than the number of males of voting age 
in 1890. ‘The conclusion to be drawn is that 
the blacks did not see fit to exercise the right 
of suffrage, knowing that an attempt to do so 
would have been attended with unpleasant 
consequences. The total number of votes 
cast in Louisiana was 113,000, The total num- 
ber of males over A in 1890 was 250,000. 

The state of affairs in Indiana was quite 
different. The total vote cast was 553,000, 
while the total number of males of voting age 
in 1890 was 595,000. The percentage of stay- 
at-homes was infinitely smaller than in the 
Southern States. In Vermont the total vote 
was 56,000 and the number of adult males in 
1890 was 101,000, of whom about 38, 000 were 
unnaturalized aliens. In New Hampshire, 
which is a close State politically, the possible 
voting strength, deducting unnaturalized 
aliens, was 105,000 in 1890. The vote last 
month was 89,000. 

It seems therefore that two of the great 
causes of non-voting are the inability of 
Southern blacks to go to the polls, and the in- 
difference of minorities and of members of 
the majority party also in States the political 
complexion of which is not likely to be 
changed. Vermont Democrats and Kentucky 
Republicans have little to vote for and hence 
many keep away from the polls. As Vermont 
Republicans and Kentucky Democrats are 
sure of carrying their Sta they do not vote 
as generally as they would were the States 
close. 

If Mr. Springer’s plan of electing a Presi- 
dent were adopted, there would be propor- 
tionately almost as full a vote in the certain 
States like Vermont, as there is in close States 
like Indiana. Every man would feel that his 
vote counted and he would be sure to go to 
the polls if he could. 


ONE ASSESSOR FOR CHICAGO. 

A local paper says: 

While r barriers may prevent an 
early consolida of the various portions of the 
City of Chicago which are now distinctive gov- 
ernments for limited purposes it ought to be 
within the power of the Legislature under the 
Constitution so to interpret that instrument in 
the charter of the city asto enable the people to 
have the valuation of their property made by a 
single Assessor. 

There are no constitutional difficulties in the 
way of the consolidation at an early day of 
the various towns which are within the limits 
of Chicago. The Legislature carefuily made 
provision therefor years ago. It passed a law 
as long ago as 1874, which was amended and 
improved in 1887, providing for the consolida- 
tion of two or more contiguous towns. Not 
forgetful, however, of that great principle of 
local self-government for which the Democrats 
are such sticklers it made the consent of the 
people of the towns a necessary condition of 
union. 

If one hundred voters in each of the Towns 
of North, South, and West Chicago, Hyde 
Park, Lake, Lake View, and Jefferson and the 
fraction of Calumet will petition the County 
Board to submit the question of consolidation 
to the people the board will be obliged to do 
so, Then the people, the source of all power, 

ean decide whether they want one Assessor 
fur each town or one for all, If they are con- 
vinced that it would be for their interests to 
have a single Assessor for the entire city they 
doubtless would vote that way. If they pre- 
ferred to follow the old paths a paper which 
believed in home rule would not feel like 
forcing on them a system they abhorred. 


little constituency. This evil if it existe would 
diminish as the number of Assessors was de- 
creased. It may be that Hyde Park would 
not wish to be consolidated. Ons of the in- 
ducements held out to it at the time of annex- 
ation was that it should continue assessing 
itself. It may be, however, that North, South, 
and West Chicago, and. perhaps other towns 
will be willing to uaite, thus reducing the 
number of Assessors and presumptively in- 

assessments. The question is one 
for the sovereign people of the towns to settle. 
If they want union the law gives them 8 
method of securing it. 


MR, BLAINE’S CONDITION. 

The cheering news comes from Washington 
that Mr. Blaine is resting more easily and 
gaining sume strength. He has indeed re- 
covered sufficiently, both physically and men- 
tally, from his late attack, so that on Christ- 
mas he took a lively interest in the ceremonies 
ot the day, and particularly in the interchange 
of gifts which wenton in the household. A 
Washington dispatch states also that he was 
informed by the family of the friendly inter- 
est which had been manifested in him all 
over the country, and that while deeply affect- 
ed by it he frequently expressed his gratitude. 
The same dispatch says: 

It is said that in his great affliction, domestic 
and physical, that which has moved him most 
profoundly are the kindly expressions which have 

time to time from his political 
opponents. He been heard to remark that 
one of the griefs of an active public career are 
the animosities engendered, but that these griefs 
were as gentle as descending snowflakes as com 
pared with the wounds created by the ingratitude 
of men who were the beneficiaries of one’s bounty. 
Public men were few who did not carry their 
scars to the grave. 

Few men in public life have endured these 
animosities on the one hand and this ingrati- 
tude on the other more magnanimously than 
Mr. Blaine, and one may well believe from 
his well known character in this respect that 
he gave utterance to the sentiments above 
quoted. Indeed, there are but few even among 
his enemies who have carried their malice and 
spleen to such an extent as to continue their 
expression even while their victim lies in the 
shadow of death. The motive is hard to com- 
prehend, unless it be that having pursued him 
so incessantly and desperately they feel that 
they must ke@p it up lest they be suspected of 
having changed their opinions. They have 
not the grace of keeping silence which would 
not be so construed. Their malevolence is so 
well understood that they would not be sus- 
pected of wishing him well. They could keep 
silence with perfect safety sofar as that is 
concerned, and thus satisfy at least the re- 
quirements of ordinary courtesy in atime of 
severe domestic affliction. 

It is fortunate, however, that this abuse does 
not reach the sufferer, and even if it did that 
he would be strong enough even in his weak- 
ness to rise above it. His friends will rejoice, 
however, at the encouraging news which comes 
from the sick chamber, and without for a mo- 
ment underrating the danger which confronts 
him will hope that he will continue to gain 
sufficiently to be removed to some more 
auspicious climate, They will not abandon 
that hope until they are compelled to do so. 
In comparison with the love and adrairation 
felt for him by mullions of the American peo- 
ple the rancor still expressed by some of his 
enemies becomes insignificant. 


THE EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCES. 

The conference of American educators, both 
school and college, three sections of which are 
now in session in this city, is a notable and 
important gathering. These conferences are 
held under the authority of the National 
Council and are empowered to consider the 
subjects which enter into the programs of 
secondary schools and into the requirements 
for admission to college. The three confer- 
ences in this city will cover the ground of 
geography (including physical geography, 
geology, and meteorology); biology (includ- 
ing botany, zodlogy, and physiology), and 
physics, astronomy, and chemistry. Chicago 
is well represented in the committees by Mr. 
O. S. Westcott, Principal of the North Divis- 
ion High School; Mr. F. W. Parker, Principal 
of the Cook County Normal School; Mr. J. J. 
Schobinger, teacher of French and German, 
and Profs. Thomas C. Chamberlain, Francis 
A. Blackburn, and William G. Hale of the 
Chicago University. The conferences cannot 
but result in most important suggestions and 
in harmonizing the relations between the pre- 
paratory schools and the colleges, as the mem- 
bers in attendance represent both these in- 
stitutions of learning. The field of investiga- 
tion i far from being a limited one. The 
proper limite of every subject which apper- 
tains to the requirements of admission to col- 
lege, the best ways of teaching those subjects, 
the time to be given them, and the best meth- 
ods of examination will be canvassed. Con- 
sidering the scholarly character of the 
members of the various sections and 
their long experience as educators it may be 
predicted that their reports to the general 
committee will be found full of valuable and 
practical suggestions and perhaps that some 
new stepping-stone from the preparatory 
school to the college or university may be 
found which is more in harmony with the 
modern progress of education and the drift of 
popular ideas. It is safe to assume that the 
dead languages will not cut as conspicuous a 
figure among college requirements as they 
have done in the past and that greater stress 
will be laid upon science and the useful arts 
and their intimate relation to the life work of 
young men. Asthis is the first time the ex- 
periment has been made of bringing together 
the representatives of these two institutions of 
popular education, and as it is of a national 
character the results arrived at will be waited 
for with general interest. 


SPECULATION VS. MILLING. 

The Corser suspension in Minneapolis is 
stated to be due to a loss of $250,000 in wheat 
within the last thirty days, the money being 
lost in spreads between the markets of 
that city and Chicago. Short sales were made 
here against purchases of a corresponding 
quantity there, the theory being that the differ. 
ence between the prices in the two cities 
would narrow. On the contrary it widened. 
Wheat in Chicago was at a greater premium 
over Minneapolis than at the time the double 
trading was entered on, hence the loss. The 
difference widened still further under the fill- 
ing of orders in both cities when it became 
certain the starting theory was all wrong. 

This kind of business may be bad, char- 
acterized as gam bling, and therefore highly 
censurable from a moral standpoint, but 
there is one fact of the situation which should 
be especially interesting at a time when anti- 
option legislation is being pushed in Washing- 
ton. The market advanced in Chicago be- 
cause of a growing probability that wheat 
would prove to be worth more than it has 
sold for in the last few weeks, and this on ac- 
count of a belief that the surplus in the North- 
west has been well worked down by the liber- 
al selling of the fall and early winter, and 
news that consumers on the other side of the 
Atlantic are likely to want more than the vol- 
ume recently ated. The market in Min- 
neapolis did nit advance for those or any 
other reasons, and there was the rub. 


| It was speculative buying that sent up the 
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bushel. A number of men in the short inter- 
est took the alarm and others thought it worth 
while to buy om the change in conditions. In 
Minneapolis the market is dominated by the 
milling interest, which has a direct object in 
keeping prices down as long as possible. 
Hence they lead in dictating declines and are 
slow to respond to advances established else- 
where, They can sell there for the purpose of 
keeping the market weak while they buy in 
the country, and are understood to have done 
so more than once. On the other hand the 
average man who operates speculatively on 
the Chicago market is equally willing to work 
for a rise as for a break. Atleast half the time 
he is on the side of the farmer, while all the 
while the miller wants to buy cheaply. 

The man who purchases wheat to turn it 
into flour has the right to do so at the lowest 
figures he can induce the eeller to accept. 
That is business. But it is ali nonsense to 
claim for him that he is anxious the farmer 
should get higher prices than the speculators 
are willing to concede, That is contrary to 
human nature. It is undeniable that when 
reasons exist for believing that wheat or cot- 
ton are worth more than they are selling for 
at the time it is the speculator who forces the 
original buyers from the producer to raise 
their figures. The cotton growers of the 
South and many grain growers in the more 
Northern States are beginning to see this, and 
are asking their representatives in Congress 
not to vote for the Hatch bill. ö

THE REAL REASON OF THE SUR DAT - 
CLOSERS. 

A Chicago minister preached a sermon last 
Sunday in which he assigned the following as 
the real reasons why a demand is made for 
the restful opening of the World's Fair Sun- 
day kor its opening in the same manner as 
the parks are open: ‘ 

The real reasons for the proposal to open the 
Fair Sundays are these: First, we are European- 
izing America, and Americans are becoming in- 
fatuated with European ideas. Second, the flood 
of immigration is too much for us. Foreigners 
want to run this country. They get hold of pol- 
itics and the presa. Look at the names that ap- 
pear in Puck, for instance. Another reason is 
the greed of gold, 

The actual real reason, which was care- 
fully suppressed by the reverend gentleman, 
is that those who favor the opening referred 
to believe that right, justice, and morality de- 


lieve that an opening in the manner proposed 
would be in accordance with those principles 
which were appealed to by the founders of 
those very churches whose ministers demand 
now that the Fair shall be shut up, because 
their fallible consciences and their ideas of 
right and wrong require that it should be 
done. 

The Reformers stood up in defense of the 
right of private judgment. Their successors 
say that that was a mistake, and that an 
American of this generation shall not be al- 
lowed to decide for himself whether it is right 
or wrong for him to go to an Exposition 
Sunday, but that they will decide that ques- 
tion for him, and their decision shall have di- 
vine authority and be binding on him. This 
full-grown American, the inhabitant of a 
country where Church and State are supposed 
to be separate, says: You think it is wroag 
to go to the Fair Sunday. It would be 
against my principles to force you to attend, 
and I have no thought of doingso. But, as I 
interpret the Bible it is not wrong to go, why, 
then, do you try to compel me to keep away?” 
The answer is, “You shall not go ifIcan 
help it I think it is wicked. You will im- 
peril your salvation if you go, and in the ip- 
terests of your immortal soul I propose to im- 
itate, as far as I can, the repressive methods 
of an earlier day.” 

The man who thinks it right to go the Fair 
Sundays appeals to the law of IIlinois. It for- 
bids sueh labor, amusements, or. diversions 
Sunday as disturb peace and good order. 
He says that when he goes quietly through 
the buildings Sunday looking at pictures, 
tapestries, and motionless machinery he is not 
disturbing the peace and good order of men 
who are miles away, preaching, praying, 

‘meditating, or spending their time in what- 
ever other manner suits them best. The 
zealot who wants the Fair closed says: You 
do disturb my peace of mind. You make me 
unhappy. I cannot keep my thoughts off 
these men who are violating what I believe to 
be a divine law.” The answer to that is that 
the law is not framed to protect these tender 
consciences, Its object is to secure men who 
wish to spend a quiet Sunday from noise and 
not of which their eyes or ears are forced to 
take cognizance, 

The real reason of the clamor for closing is 
the desire for one set of men to keep others, 
who put a different interpretation on certain 
passages of the Bible, from acting according 
to their interpretation. The spirit is that 
which at an ape day lit the fires for 
heretics. 


THE SILVER PERIL. 

The recent heavy exports of gold from the 
United States have reduced the stock in the 
National Treasury to little more than $120,- 
000,000, while the total of greenbacks, coin 
notes, national bank notes, silver dollars, and 
silver certificates which rest upon it exceeds a 
\ billion; and the latter is continuaily increas- 
ing, while the stock of gold seems destined to 
a further decrease by exports, to say nothing 
of the possibility that a little more of such 
depletion would cause a public loss of confi- 
dence, resulting in a sudden rush for the re- 
demption of legal tender notes, which rush 
would necessarily cause a suspension of gold 
pay ments, 

It is generally understood to be the inten- 
tion of the Secretary to increase the stock of 
gold in the Treasury by selling bonds for gold 
should the stock of that metal run dangerous- 
ly low. It is claimed that he can do this un- 
der the terms of the Resumption act of 1875. 
But it may be observed that the act in ques- 
tion gave authority to redeem in coin ard to 
sell bonds for coin, It says nothing about re- 
demption with gold or selling for gold. So it 
is a question if the Secretary under the terms 
of that act could sell bonds which would not 
be understood as at least liable to be paid off 
in silver, and for incurring this risk buyers of 
the bonds would be apt to want compensation 
in the shape of stiff rates of interest. Perhaps 
it would be difficult to sell them at all without 
some guarantee other than is at present pro- 
vided, though it is said some bank officials in 
New York have talked as if they think it prob- 
abie the banks of that city would furnish fifty 
or even seveuty-five millions of gold to the 
Treasury in exchange for bonds. : 

It may well be doubted if Secretary Foster 
would take such a step except as a last resort. 
He cannot wish to undertake the responsi- 
bility so near the close of the term of office of 
the present administration. It would be far 
better to relieve him from the necessity of 
issuing bonds, or of trying to do so, especially 
as that relief could be granted in a few hours 
after the reassembling of Congress. The first 
thing should be to pass a resolution author- 
izmmg the Treasury to suspend its monthly 
purchases of silver, The next should be to re- 
peal the Sherman act. The third should be to 
authorize the delivery of the present accumu- 
lation of silver, or as much of it as may be 
wanted, to persons who are willing to take 
dollar’s worth of the silver bullion for each 
dollar named on the certificates presented by 
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mischiei while the other steps were being taken, 
and the result of all would be to render it en- 
tirely unnecessary to issue gold bonds at all, 
for there would be no anxiety about gold 
when the public was satisfied the load was 
about to diminish instead of being further in- 
creased to an indefinite point. 

An act authorizing the sale of bonds for 
gold would have only a temporary effect, 
while the repeal of so much of the Sherman 
law as requires a monthly addition of fully 
$4,000,000 to our currency against purchases of 
silver would be a permanent improvement. 
Probably tne latter step is absolutely neces- 
sary to maintain the integrity of our mone- 
tary system. We have reached the danger 
point in regard to silver and ought to retrace 
our steps at the earliest moment. To delay 
much longer may be too late. The situation 
is something like that of the Mississippi when 
full to the top of the levee. A little mor 
water and there will not only be a running 
over of the surplus but a break in the bank 
that means a flood of destruction the extent of 
which none can foresee. If Congress is not 
ready on reassembling to agree to repeal the 
Sherman act it should at once suspend silver 
purchases, and then complete the good work 
as early as the desire for forensic exhibitions 
on the part of members will perinit. 


On Christmas day while a widow woman, the 
sole support of four small children, was cross- 
ing the tracks at Twenty- fifth street and Stew- 
art avenue she was run over by an engine and 
killed. She was on her way to take some food 
from her own scanty stock toa woman who 

was poorer than herself, and became a victim 
of her charitable heart. It is a pity that going 
on so good an errand she should have met 
with such a fate. The children whom she has 
left unprovided for will have to be cared for 
by some one. Probably their maintenance, 
in whole or in part, will fall on the county. 
It may be that their relatives, if they have any, 
will look after them, but they are not likely to 
fare as well or to grow up as good members 
of society as they would if not deprived of 
their natural protector, From an economic 
point of view this killing was clearly impruper, 
for it adds to the burdens of public or private 
charity. A bread-winner was removed sum- 
mariiy before her term of usefulness was 
ended. Looking at the matter from the sym- 
pathetic and emotional point of view there 
will be few who will not deplore it. Even the 
railroads dislike such casualties, for they muss 
up their engines so. 

Would it not be better, therefore, for a 
variety of reasons, for the Aldermen to take 
action which will tend to stop these grade- 
crossing killings? The city has the power 
to force the roads to make those cross- 
ings safe without the expenditure of a cent 
on its part. Is not that cheaper than to 
stick to a system which throws on the county 
—practically on the city—the cost of support- 
ing orphans and widows whose parents or hus- 
bands would have cared for them had they 
not been run over at crossings? Ransack the 
poorhouse, the insane asylum, and the hos- 
pital and find what the taxpayers have con- 
tributed directly or indirectly on account of 
grade-crossing accidents. Search the records 
of private charities and find what they have 
paid out. The total will not be a small one. 
Then cut short those expenses by forcing the 
roads to make those crossings safe. 


Mayor WasHBuRNsz is entitled to credit for 
having so promptly followed the suggestion 
made by Tur Tarox of last Monday. It 
advised him to occupy the holiday of his own 
selection in resolving to work during the re- 
mainder of his term of office for the good of 
the people who elected him to the Mayoral 
chair. And he did. He issued orders having 
for their end the efficiept cleaning up of the 
city, determined to employ a new force of 
street cleaners, to hold each foreman respon- 
sible for the condition of the district to which 
he is assigned, and to meet part or all of the 
increased expense of the work by a discharge 
of all the drones and dead lumber now weigh- 
ing down the administration. As this resolu- 
tion was taken before the incoming of the New 
Year there is room to hope it will be kept. If 
it is the people of Chicago will have reason to 
be thankful that Mr. Aldrich sent in his resig- 
nation so soon. They have the prospect be- 
fore them of proper city sanitation for the 
World’s Fair year, with the possibility that the 
reform will be prolonged into the further off 
future. t is rather late for the Mayor to be- 
gin the herculean task, but that fact consti- 
tutes the strongest kind of reason why he 
should go to work with a will to atone for past 
neglect to the utmost of his power. 


A PAMPHLET is in circulation headed by the 
question, Should the rainfall experiments 
be continued?” Tas Tuo answers in 
the negative, so far as the General Govern- 
ment is concerned. There ought to be no 
more frittering away of the money which be- 
longs to the people in efforts to produce rain 
by bombarding the clouds. If capitalists 
choose to subscribe privately for the purpose 
of paying the expenses of the operation they 
have a perfect right todoso. Nothing stands 
in the way of experimenting along this line 
to just as great an extent as individuals are 
willing to foot the bills. Butenough has al- 
ready been done at the expense of the people, 
and the thing should stop just where it is. 
Not enough has been achieved to warrant a 
further outlay of funds which belong to the 
Nation. The.best way to get water wanted for 
agriculture in regions where the rainfall is in- 
sufficient is to irrigate, and where it is not 
possible to make arrangements for this the 
land shoula be left to other uses. Untold 
millions of acres are open to permanent 
reclamation by irrigation for every one that 
can be benefited by rain brought down from 
the clouds by the bombardment process. 


Tus Newberry Library trustees have made 
another important addition to their many 
treasures by securing the well-known fish and 
angling library belonging to Robert Clarke, 
the Cincinnati collector and book dealer, It 
is probably the finest library devoted to this 
specialty in the world, and represents the ex- 
pert researches of Mr. Clarke over a period of 
forty years. Ihe Newberry trustees and the 
Librarian, Dr. Poole, have been particularly 
fortunate in looting Cincinnati. I¢ will be re- 
membered they carried off the magnificent 
Probasco library a year ortwo ago. In that 
instance, as in this, both Mr. Probasco and 
Mr. Clarke preferred that their treas- 
ures should come to Chicago, where there will 
be no danger they will not be preserved in- 
tact. If there are any remaining libraries of 
special value in Cincinnati and in private 
hands the Newberry trustees will be after 


them.

_ernor of Moscow he seems determined to turn 
every Jew out of the city. The Jewish popu- 
lation of Moscow has already been 
reduced from 80,000 when Sergius 
became Governor, to 30,000, and 
the number continues to decrease under the 
added rigor of penal laws and the intolerable 
Beverity of their enforcement. By a new law, 
which has recently been put in force, only 
ten out of 100 Jewish lawyers in Moscow 
St. Petersburg are allowed to prac- 

while in Warsaw and Russian 
this liberty is wholly 
denied. The Moscow University shuts its 
doors against Jews, and it will not be long be- 
for the Conservatoire does the same. The se- 
vere treatment of the Jews is having a ruinous 
effect upon real estate and other interests, at 
least 30, 000 lodgings being empty in Moscow. 
The most pitiful scenes are witnessed among 
the crowds of Jews at the railway stations, 
men and women over 80 years of age and half 
clad little children crying and praying in the 
cold. Their suffermgs are viewed with utter 
indifference by the Russian authorities, and 
any non-Jewish resident who displays kind- 
ness towards them risks being put under sus- 
picion.

—— Jews treat them with the greatest 

rutality and frequently prick the unfort- 
unates with their bayonets if they attempt to 
leave the stations in which they are penned. 
The officers do not like the work of guarding 
Jews, which they look upon as beneath their

HIGH HONORS TO M. LOUIS PASTEUR. 


Seventieth Birthday of the Distinguished 
Scientist Celebrated in Paris.

Gordon Bennett. — The seventieth anniversary 
of the birth of M. Louis Pasteur, the distin- 
guished biologist and chemist, was celebrated 
today with great pomp. It was undisturbed 
by the political scandals of the hour. M. Pas- 
teur was given a magnificent reception. The 
famous savant entered the hall leaning on the 
arm of M. Carnot, President of the Republic. 
The speech of the English surgeon, Sir Joseph 
Lister, Bart., was loudly applauded, espe- 
cially that part in which he said he admired 
M. Pasteur as much for his integrity as for 
his scientific attainments. M. Pasteur was so

oved by the reception which he received that 

was not able to speak, and his son read his 
speech. The scientist sobbed when he 
spoke of his wife and relatives.

They were followed by the various Ministers 
of State, members of the Diplomatic body, 
scientists, and litterateurs. When all were 
seated Prof. Duruy delivered an oration, in 
which he briefly sketched the scientific discov- 
eries made by M. Pasteur, and eulogized the 
serv had rendered. Upon the con- 
clusion of Prof. Duruy’s address the Presi- 
dent of the Academy of Scien in a few 
well-chosen words, presented to M. Pasteur 
the gold medal of the academy. As the medal 
was handed to him M. Pasteur embraced the 
President and the audience cheered wildly. 
The scene was a most touching one, and. M. 
Pasteur plainly showed that he was deeply 
affected.

POISON SAID TO HAVE BEEN FOUND. 


declares 


Rumor of an Official Report on Baron 
Reinach’s Death—Inquiry Demanded. 


Paxts, Dec. 27.—Figaro today states that it 
has information to the effect that Dr. Brouaar- 
del, who had charge of the post-mortem ex- 
amination of Baron de Reinach, has re- 
ported to the governmeng that apoplexy 
was not the cause of the aron’s 
death. His report, Figaro adds, 
says that Baron de Reinach was poisoned, and 
the poison was taken into his stomach eight 
hours before death. Figaro further says that 
the family of Baron de Reinach are aware of 
the contents of the report, and have demanded 
that a judicial inquiry be held to prove that the 
Baron did not commit suicide. It has been 
more than hinted that Baron de Reinach 
was put out of the way by those who feared 
that his evidence might implicate them in the 
scandal. If it is true that poison was in his 
stomach eight hours before his death there 
would be good reason to believe that this 
charge aganst certain men is true, 
for on night of the Bar- 
on’s death he, together with 
M. Rouvier and M. Clemenceau, attempted to 
secure a cessation of the newspaper attacks 
that were being made upon him. It is not at 
ali prebable that had Baron Reinach contem- 
plated suicide he would have gone to the 
trouble to attempt to stop attacks that in a 
few hours would have been nothing to him, 
and neither would he have dis- 
played such deep feeling as to the 
result of these attacks, There is no denying 
the fact that some of those implicated in the 
scandal would have felt greatly relieved if 
Baron de Reinach was dead and be- 
yond giving evidence that would be. 
smirch their heretofore good names. The 
fact that the Baron’s death was linked to the 
sudden and wysterious death of two other 
men who were cognizant of the bribery of 
legislators, — added strength to the de- 
mand of the Baron’s family that an inquiry

Dusty, Dec. 27.—The government is acting 
upon the theory that the recent explosion 
was the result of a conspiracy, and 
the police are making active inquiries 
as to the recent course of the physical 
force faction. So far as James Stephens, 
head center of the Fenian Brotherhood, is 
concerned no suspicion exists that he has ary- 
thing now to do with plots or conspiracies, 
but it is intimated that some of the younger 
advocates of physical force have been 
busy of late.

CHARACTER OF ENGLISH SHEEP. 


Form and Peculiarities of the Animals— 
Hew to Tell Them, 


The naturalist who is not too proud to knew 
the history of the domesticated animais which 
are now as native to the soil as any of the an- 
cient wild races could name any district in 
which he found himself bya glance at the 
sheep upon the hills. Not even the cattle ex- 
hibit such marked differences as are to be 
found in the flocks which a century of careful 
selection has fitted to thrive best in the varied 
soils of England. The big Leicester sheep, 
with long gray wool and with white faces, are 
as different from the “ cotswolds as a New- 
foundland from a white poodle, In the cots- 
wolds ” will be found the 2 of the 
“ baa-lamb “ of the nursery. shee 
are tall, with white wool im locks, and with 
tufts upon the head and forehead. The 
Lincolnshire sheep are more like those of 
Leicester, but heavier in the fleece, coarser, 
and more fitted for life in the marshes. They 
have, perhaps, the most intelligent faces of 
any sheep but the refined South Downs. We 
noticed a Lincoln ewe endeavoring to open a 
sack of cakes by putting her foot into the 
mouth and drawing out the contents, as it 
lay on the ground in the next pen. Romney 
Marsh has its own breed of sheep, somewhat 
like the Lincolns. 

But of all the flocks of England, the South 
Downs must win the palm. Their short- 
chpped and delicate wool is felted ther 
like moss. The hand sinks into it with diffi- 
culty. The form is beautiful and rounded, 
and though apparently so finely built, their 
weight is great. The close yellow-gray fleece 
fits over the head like a cap, disclosing the 
face and nose, covered with rt gray hair— 
not wool. The features are extremely dainty, 
and the movements of the mouth, as the sheep 
nibbles its fragrant supper of trefoil and 
clover, resemble those of some delicate for- 
eign rodent. Their heads are far prettier 
than those of deer—a!most as refined as that 
of the gazelle. These sheep undergo an 
elaborate toilet every morning. Clipping them 
is an art in which few excel. Their coats are 
trimmed, brushed, and 5 and pressed 
flat with a setting board, finally €inted for 
the day. The Hampshires, black-faced and 
Roman-nosed, are also rouged.—London 
Spectator.

It is a chapter that has been neglect- 
ed by historians; but any one who reads and 
reflects upon the facts cannot well resist the 
conclusion that at that time this country 
turned a sharp corner and started out on new 
lines. Many old things came to an end and 
many new things began. The old type of 
statesmen, like Madison and Jefferson, disap- 
peared. Albert Gallatin, the last of them, was 
about that time chased out of politics, and re- 
tired to private life. Before that time polit- 
ical corruption had been occasional and com- 
paratively rare. Since then it has become the 
order of the day, and only its very great ex- 
cesses attract attention. The greatest na- 
tions, the nations which have achieved the 
most from a moral standpoint, which have 
left the most enduring remaina in religion, in 
literature, and in art, have been homogeneous

PREE USE OF THE SOALPEL BY N. 
OOMPETENT MEW DEPLORED. 


Dr. Hall Admits That Grave Evils Attend 
the Practice of His Profession, but 
Holds That the Fault Lies Not in the 
Science but in the Lack of Skill of 
Some Operators—Others Also Deprecate 
the Indiscriminate Use of the Knife— 
Opinions of Other Physicians. 

Has the scalpel become an evil and a men- 
ace in the hands of a too bold and reckless 
body of surgeons? 

This isa question that is asked by many 
who view with apprehension the growing 
practice of surgery in cases where a few years 
ago the knife would have been prohibited and 
the apparent eagerness with which surgeons 
undertake operations for which there seems 
to be no adequate cause. It ia admitted that 
the only advance in medical science during 
the last fifteen years has been in surgery, and 
many conservative physicians deplore the 
fact that a host of so-called surgeons 
have sprung up most of whom “ thirst for 
blood and urge the use of the knife on the 
slightest provocation. No part of the body is 
sacred from the attacks of these too often in- 
competent and misguided surgeons. Authori- 
ties in medical science frankly own that while 
surgery is one of the glories of the age many 
of the operations performed are unwarranted 
and even criminal. 

Dr. George A. Hall, one of the most cele- 
brated surgeons in Chicago and a professor in 
Hahnemann Medical College, spoke freely on 
the subject yesterday. He said in auswer to 
the question whether there was not a pro- 
nounced tendency toward surgical operations: 

On the whole, yes. It is true that there 
are a great many more operations today in 
proportion to the number of surgeons than 
there were twenty or even ten years ago. It 
is likewise a fact that the knife is almost 
daily used imcases in which a few years ago 
the most daring operator would not have had 
the temerity to employ it. 

Science Not at Fault. 
_ “But that surgery has become such a mania 
in the profession that it does more harm than 
good I emphatically deny. That there are 
rave evils attending the practice of surgery, 
owever, most men competent to pass judg- 
ment will acknowledge. 

The trouble is the scalpel is used by 
men incompetent to handle it. As a matter 
of fact the advance of the science warrants 
—— * pase — and judgment in — 
taking ica apparently very ger- 
ous cases. The followers of the science have 
been’ eminently successful, and this very suc- 
cess may have made them too rash over- 
confident. It is true that many die under the 
knife, or almost as soon as they come from 
under the anaesthetic. But many of these 
cases are wrongly charged against the sur- 
geons. The most expert medical men are 
often forced to choose between two evils. 
short, a patient must die if something is not 
done forhim. Surgery is the only thing that 
will relieve him and the operation is per- 
formed often when the chances are all against 
the patient’s recovery. 

What of ‘ exploratoy laparotomy’ ?”’ 

“That is justifiable, often necessary, and 
among reputable surgeons never abused. 
That it 16 often needlessly performed goes 
without saying. I will admit that we have an 
army of young surgeons who are ambitious 
for advancement and thirsting for self-aggran- 
dizement. They will use knife where 
there is not the slightest excuse for it, partly 
for experience and partly to show the world 
that they can perform an operation success- 
fully. 1 have no doubt, too, that many sur- 
geong recommend the knife purely on ac- 
count of the larger fees obtained for an oper- 
ation. 

The fact, however, that the knife is used 
to excess by inexperienced men and ‘hobby- 
ists’ does not imply that there is anything 
wrong about the science.” 

Surgery Practiced to Excess. 

Dr. H. B. Fellows, State and Randolph 
streets, was also of the opinion that there was 
a tendency to practice surgery to excess. 

“TI think itis due mainly to the fact that 
eurgeons have been so successful that they are 
overconfident. The science is remarkably 
developed, and men think nothing now of un- 
dertaking the most delicate operations. Suc- 
cess in one case removes all 3 cases 
of similar nature; There is undoubtedly 
much wild surgery, but I scarcely 
think that the work is undertaken 
without warrant. It is often a serious ques- 
tion when we shall and when we s not 
recommend an operation. Wesimply have to 
weigh the pros and cons and act accordi ° 
Only a few days ago I was called to attend a 
man who had been struck on the head and 
rendered practically an idiot. It was simply 
a matter of risking the afflicted man’s life or 
let him live for years a burden to himself and 
all around him. I recommended an opera- 
tion and it was unsuccessful. These questions 
we have to decide every day and if we err 
once in a while it is not surprising.” 

Dr. J. J. Thompson strongly denounced 
what he termed a most dangerous practice. 

Surgery is altogether too frequently and 
indiscriminately performed. I there are 
three main reasons. These are the desire on 
the part of surgeons to see ana show what they 
can do, the morbid willingness of patients to 
submit to something heroic or terrible, and 
the cupidity of physicians.° 
strong temptation to

tend over some time be less remunera- 
tive. I believe that a large proportion of the 
cases in which surgery is now used could bo 
cured by * treatments. | 

Dr. D. A. K. Steele doubted if the practice 
of surgery was abused. He said that the first 
question should always be whether or not the 
operation would be of benefit to the patient, 
not whether or not it be successfully 
performed, That this was not always the 
case he admitted. Age, condition, and many 
other considerations should come into play 
more fully than they do.

Extradition for Arson. 

Caur D’ALENE City, Idaho, Dec. 27.—[ Special.] 
—Extfadition papers were issued today for Benja- 
min Dixon of Bay City. Mich., who is charged with 
burning buildings of the Saginaw Mill company 
of Cour d’Alene City Dec. 4, 1891, to secure the 
insurance, about $40,000. Confessions were re- 
cently made by employés of the mill implicating 
the owners. Ihe mill was not rebuilt and Dixon 
moved back to Michigan. 


Engineer and Fireman Killed.

BIG DRAINAGE CANAL DISCUSSED. 


Engineer Lyman E. Cooley and Others Ad- 
dress the Academy of Sciences. 

The Academy of Sciences held a meeting in 
the Athenzum Building last night and dis- 
cussed ** The Disposal of Sewage.”’ 

Lyman E. Cooley of the Drainage Board 
described at some length the plan of the 
drainage canal and the outlines and character 
of the 100 square miles of territory immedi- 
ately depending upon it. He touched on the 
subjects of population and zymotic and other 
diseases in the city and the death rate at 
different periods. He predicted that in the 
483 square miles comprising the city and ad- 
jacent ‘townships there would be in 1900 a 
population of 2,500,000 people, basing his esti- 
mate on increases since 1880. 

Within the last three years the deaths from 
typhoid and malarial diseases have greatly in- 
creased. Typhoid -cases were most numer- 
ous along the line of Milwaukee avenue and in

Prof. Long next discussed the subject and 
said it was absolutely certain that the preva- 
lence of typhoid and other diseases when the 
Bridgeport pumps broke down a year ago last 
summer was the result of taking water from 
the shore inlet. He made a long report on the 
condition of the water at that time, but the 
authorities, he said, pigeon-holed it. He de- 
scribed the various methods adopted in Europe 
and elsewhere for the disposal of sewage, but 
advocated water channels.

A committee composed of Mrs. J. M. 
Flower, of the Board of Education; Charles 
Bary, representing the educational com mittee 


Miss Ada C. Sweet, President of the Munici- 
val Order League; Mrs. C. S. Brown, Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Alliance; Thomas J. 
Morgan, Col. Parker, Principal of the County 
Normal school; Judge Murray F. Tuley, and 
Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, President of 
the Woman's Club, was appointed to draft a 
bill and to arrange for a delegate meeting, 
representative of all organizations in the city, 

Yesterday’s meeting was called by Mra, 
Flower, Mrs. Brown, Dr. Stevenson, and Mr. 
Bary. Judge Tuley was the only member of 
the committee that was appointed not present. 
Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, Charles G. Dixon, 
Jerome J. West, Carl Plum, and Louis Brad- 
ner were also present. 

Mrs. Flower was elected Chairman. She 
said the object of the meeting was to consider 
whether a bill should be prepared amendi 
the present compulsory education ‘law an 
sent to the Legislature or whether an entirely 
new law should be framed. 

Mr. Bary said that the present compulsory 
law worked a hardship on many, and that it 
should be amended and its scope broadened. 
He also favored an amendment providing for 
free text books; another to the effect that in 
building school-houses an assembly-room 
should be — where the people could 
meet and discuss public questioné; another 
prohibiting child labor. e favored the en- 
couragement of private schools, and said 
some attention should be given to the qualifi- 
cation of teachers. Educational matters 
should also be removed from politics, 


Wants “School” Defined. 


‘Miss Sweet was the next speaker. She 
brought with her copies of the proposed 
amendments to the law at the last session of 
the Legislature, and read the principal feat- 
ures of the Knopf bill. The principal objec- 
tion to it was that it did not 
define what should constitute a school. 
It provided for compulsory education 
she said but avoided stating what should con- 
stitute a school when the parent did not wish 
to send the child.to the pubiic school. This 
in her judgment was the nub of the question. 
She was not quite certain whether the child 
labor question should be incorporated in the 
bill or not. 

Mrs. Flower said that the census this fall 
showed that there were 7,500 children in the 
city who were not in school that should be 
and that 2,000 uf them had been found by the 
officers and induced to go. She favored 
parent schools. 

Mrs. Kelly of the Hull House, who is a 
teacher in one of the night schools, gave some 
facts relating to the necessity of legislation. 
She said there were not enough school-houses 
if all of the cmidren wanted to attend school. 

Mr. Bary then moved that a committee of 
nine be appointed to draft a bili and to ar- 
range for a permanent organization. Mr. 
Jones 8 the permanent organization 
plan. said he favored amending the law, 
but said there were enough organizations. 
Mr. Dixon said that when the committee went 
to Springfield the first question the legislators 
would ask was how many votes it represented. 
He said the committee could do nothing un- 
less backed by an organization. 


Mr. Hamline’s Suggestions. 


Mr. Hamline made some suggestions. He 
said the subject should be handled with care. 
It was one that had driven many statesmen 
out of : politics. After referring to how 
school boards had avoided dealing 
with the question and the workings of the 
present law he took up the point raised by 
Miss Sweet that Senator Knopf’s bill did not 
define a school. He held that it was not nec- 
essary that Mr. Curtis should pass upon that 

int. He favored elleminating that point 

row the bill as well as the question of what 

the child should be taught. main object 
of the law was to secure an education 
for the child. It made no _ difference 
whether it was educated in German or En- 
glish, whether educated as a Catholic or a 
Methodist. Five years ago the tendency in 
the Board of Education in this city was 
against the education of the poor children. 
He urged that the committee in preparing 
the bill look for but one result—the education 
of the child.

A man buys what pur- 
ports to be a work of fiction, a romance, a 
novel, a story of adventure, pays his money, 
takes his book home, prepares to enjoy it at 
his ease, and discovers that he has paid 
a dollar for somebody’s views on social- 
ism, religion, or the divorce laws. 
The buyer is possibly a conservative person,

The Industrial Legion Avows Advocacy of 
the Alliance Cause. 

Inpranaporis, Ind., Dec. 27.—The Executive 
committee of the Industrial Legion tonight 
made the amendments to their constitution 
suggested by Gen, Paul Vandervoort, and the 
latter uccepted the first office in the new or- 
ganization, the title of which continues to be 
** Com mander-in-Chief.”’ 

By the amendments made the senior and 
junior classes and the Woman’s Relief Corps 
are abolished. The air of extreme secrecy is 
dispelled. the ritualis done away with, the 
order is shorn of all but a semblance of its 
military character, a simple pledge takes 
the place of an _ ironclad oath, all 
are ad mitted to mem bership on 
the same basis, and any one who subscribes to 
the principles laid down in the Omaha plat- 
form may me a member. By the changes 
made in the constitution the new order ex- 
changes its military for a political character, 
and the industrial legion will fight the polit- 
—_ battles of the Farmers’ Alliance and Pop- 
ulists. 

The address of Gen. Vandervoort upon accept- 
ing the office of Commander-in-Chief set forth 
in detail the work which the industrial legion is 
expected to accomplish. He declared the 
time past when any relief might be expected 
from either ot the old parties, and pledged 
his untiring efforts towards the perfecting 
of a political organization which he 
believed would result in the control 
of the House of Congress to be elected in 1894 
and the election of a President in 1896. Gen. 
Vandervoort said tonight that he had already 
in mind organizers for most of the States, 
whose names will be announced tomorrow. 
It-his intention to push the organization on 
the plan of the Farmers’ Alliance and Indus- 
trial Union by States, Congressional districts, 
counties, and townships. 


POLICEMEN AT DANGEROUS CROSSINGS. 


Supt. McClaughry Calls the Attention of 
the Finance Committee to Some Facts. 
„The statement that I told the Council Fi- 

nance committee that Mr. Yerkes was the 

only man connected with the railroad com- 
panies who ever paid the city for police pro- 
tection at dangerous crossings ia a mistake,” 

said Supt. McClaugnry yesterday. What I 

did say was that Mr. Yerkes’ company was 

the only street railroad that has paid 

any money tv the city for services of po- 
licemen in guarding crossings or dangerous 
places. The fact is Mr. Yerkes has only paid 
for one man, and he did that under protest. 
His company holds that it is the duty of the 
city to protect the crossings, while the city 
takes the opposite position. The city now has 
between 200 and 250 patrolmen guarding 
crossings, and I told the Finance committee 
that if we guarded all the crossings next 
year that needed guarding it would take 
probably 600 men, The reason I brought this 
matter to the attention of the Finance com- 
mittee was that the Council is continually 
passing orders directing that extra policemen 
be placed at dangerous crossi the expense 
to be borne by the railroads. railroads 
decline to pay this expense and the Police 
Department has no means of compelling 
them to pay.“ .

Mr. Judd always took a great interest in educa- 
tional matters. In 187% he presented to his alma 
mater, Wesleyan University, the Orange Judd 
Hall of National Sciences, which is still the 
finest building on the campus. He published the 
first alumni record of his alma mater in 1859. 

About 1859 Mr. Judd bought up the plates and 
copyrights of nearly all the agricultural and horti- 
cultural books in this country, and melted the 
plates of all those of inferior — and, taking 
the better class as a basis, established the chief 
agricultural book publishing house in America, 
which is still continued under his name, 

He had found time since 1850 to visit and de- 
scribe in part portions of every State and Terri- 
tory in the Union, except Oregon, Washington 
Nevada, and Alaska, also all the countries of 
Europe except Norway, Spain, Portugal, Turkey, 
and Greece. His numerous letters on Who 
Should Go West, When, Where, and How?” were 
republished many times by others and contrib- 
uted much to the rapid settlement of Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, ete. His scientific explanations 
of the utility of irrigation were highly valued and 
much republished in the arid States and Terri- 
tories. 

Mr. Judd had accumulated quite a fortune up 
to 1873, but in the financial crash of that year, 
while he was absent in Europe, most of it was 
swept away. This, combined with the alleged un- 
skilifal — — of those in the business of 
which he was President and responsible head, and 
a sunstroke in May, 1883, which kept him from 
his business for many months, deprived him of 
his fortune. He then came to Chicago, and with 
his sons started the Orange Judd Farmer. 

Mr. Judd's health was impaired by hard day 
and night work and exposure in the hospital 
camps during the Virginia campaigns of 1863-64 as 
an active worker and assistant in the United 
States Sanitary Commission. He then imbibed 
the seeds of malarial disease which were ever 
after a source of trouble. j 

Mr. Jodd was a member of the United States 
Board of Indian Commissioners under President 
Grant, and in 1863 was one of the United States 
Sanitary Commission. He had resided in Evans- 
ton d the last eight years.]

ALLEGED FRAUD IN THE EIGHTH 
‘OONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 


The Democrat Files Notice of Contest, 


Specifying the Grounds Therefor- Re- 


publicans Accused of Bribery and II- 
legal Voting in Will, Kendall, and Du 
Pace Counties — Cleveland Declares 
Murphy Is Unfit for Senator—Kansas 
Republicans Are More Hopeful. 

Pano, III., Dec. 27.—[Special. ]—Attorneys 
Foxon & Isaacs of this city, representing 
Lewis Steward in the matter of his Congres- 
sional contest, today served formal notice of 
contest on Robert A. Childs of Hinsdale, 
whose election on the official count is claimed 
by seventeen votes, challenging his right to 
occupy a seat in the House of Representatives 
in the Fifty-third Congress from the Eighth 
Congressional District of Illinois. The in- 
strument contains thirty-eight counts, as fol- 


lows: 

That in the First Precinct of Milton Township. 
DuPage County, twenty unlawful and fraudulent 
ballots were cast and counted for Cnilds, by per- 
sons who claimed to be under disabilities, and 
who did not take the oath of disability before re- 
ceiving assistance in marking tneir ballots; that 
one ballot was unlawfully and fraudulently de- 
posited in the ballot box, in excess of the number 
of persons voting, and was abstracted and burned 
by the Judge of Election after the close of the 
polls and canvass of the votes; that two 
votes were cast for Childs by men who 
marked their ballots outside of the vot booth ; 
that the Republican election officers unlawfully 
and fraudulently assistea the twenty or more per- 
sons, who professed to be unable to read or mark 
their ballots by causes of physical disabilities. to 
mark their ballots without the assistance or the 
presence in the voting booth of another election 
officer of another political 8 as required by 
the election laws of the State o Illinois; thereby 
making it possible to commit fraud and imposi- 
tion and bri upon the said voters, 
and that said fraudulent and unlawful 
votes were cast for and canvassed and counted 
for Childs.

That at the voting precinct of Lisle, in the 
County of DuPage, two ballots were unlawfully 
and fraudulently cast and counted for Childs in 
excess of the number of voters on the tally sheet 
in said voting precingt; that fifteen votes were 
unlawfully cast for Childs by 7 who were 
not residents or legal voters of that voting pre- 
cinct, and the said fifteen votes were canvassed 
and counted for Childs; that by the unlawful and 
fraudulent acts of the Election Board of the vot- 
ing precinct of Lisle I demand the rejection of 
the returns of this precinct. 

That at the first precinct in Naperville Town- 
ship, DuPage County, seventeen votes were cast 
for Childs by persons who were not legal voters 
in that voting precinct, and the said seventeen 
votes were canvassed and counted for Childs. 

That atthe First Precinct in Downer’s Grove 
Township, Du Page County, the polls were kept 
open after 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and ballots 
were unlawfully cast after that hour and counted 
for Childs; that one vote was cast for Childs by a 
person not a legal resident of Du Page County 
and was counted for Childs.

Morrill's interest, and as a 
consequence the followers of the other candi- 
dates are visiting the severest criticism upon 
Simpson. Notonly is the propriety of his 
present course being questioned, but it is 
freely charged that had it not been for his in- 
competency and penchant for chasing rain- 
bows Kansas would have been easily carried 
by the Republicans in November. 

The Prohibition State Central committee 
met here today fora two days’ session. Its 
members claim that the returns of the State 
Canvassing Board did the party a great injus- 
tice, as they showed that Prohibition candi- 
dates received only about 4,500 votes in the 
State.

Objection to the Formation of the Indus- 
trial Legion Held to Be Good, 

InpraNapoiis, Ind., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Two things are expected to be accomplished 
by the People's party conference which began 
here today—the amendment of the constitu- 
tion of the new Industrial Legion and the es- 
tablishment of an Indiana branch of the 
legion. The establishment of the Indiana 
branch was at first the sole object of the meet- 
ing, but objections to the division of the 
legion into different corps and to the military 
titles were raised by Paul Vandervoort, who 
has been tendered the office of Commander. 
Mr. Vandervoort’s objections were presented 
to the conference at this afternoon’s session 
and the delegates voted in favor of revising 
the constitution on the suggested lines.

He suys that 
while the present conference will put out no 
declaration of principles the general belief 
of the leaders is that the policy of the party 
will not be held closely to the platform of 
1892. At present but one State, Kansas, has 
been urganized. It is the intention of the or- 
ganizers to continue the work until a branch 
is established in every State of the Union. 
This they expect to accomplish within three 
months.

INJURY TO THE RETAIL DRUG TRADE. 


Proprietary Medicines Sold in Department 
Stores at Cut Rates. 

The retail druggista of the city are seriously 
engaged on a plan to endeavor to check the 
daily increasing sale of what is known as pro- 
prietary medicines at prices which ure seriously 
injuring the trade. This was the question 
which engaged the attention of the members 
of the Druggists’ League, which met at the 
Sherman House yesterday. The meeting was 
attended by every member of the association 
in the city, and for more than two hours the 


“subject mentioned was discussed. 


It was stated that goods of the character in- 
dicated were sold in department stores at six 
cents for a given quantity, where the actual 
wholesale price was 15 cents. Therefore the 
speakers concluded thatsome wholesale dealer 
was underbidding his competitors, or that the 
goods sold were not what they were represent- 
ed to be, and that the dealers by whom they 
were supplied to the department stores must 
be guilty of fraud. 

Letters were read from twenty-five whole- 
sale firms, who make proprietary medicines a 
specialty, declaring that they were anxious to 
learn the cause which has given rise to the 
necessity of action on the part of the retailers, 
and advising that they never sell goods except 
at the regular trade and wholesale rates.

The Coal and Iron Company and the Rail- 
road to Be Different Concerns. 

Puriapetrutd, Pa., Dec. 27.—The announce- 
ment was made today that an arrangement 
has been effected whereby the entire manage- 
ment of the commercial affairs of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron company, 
including its finances, will, after Jan. 1, be 
conducted by the Finance company of Penn- 
sylvania, of which George H. Earle was re- 
cently elected President. 

This arrangement will have the effect of 
separating the large commercial business con- 
ducted by the Goal and Iron company from 
its railroad business proper. Its arrangement 
is of such a character that tne interests of 
both com panies are made secure, and it is one 
which will be profitable to the Finance com- 
pany as well as economical and of great 
advantage to the Coal and Iron company. 
Some such an arrangement as this be- 
comes a necessity since the acquisition of che 
Lehigh Valley and the Jersey Central as well 
as a large number of indiviuual operators 
from which it purchases coal, making the ag- 
gregate of this enormous commercial busi- 
ness reach from $60,000,000 to $70,000,009 a year. 
The Coal company’s organization will con- 
tinue to handle and distribute the coal and 
conduct all the details as heretofore.

STRENGTHEN THE INTER-STATE LAW. 


Senator Cullom Working on Amendments 
— Will Report to the Senate Soon. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 27.—Mr. Culiom, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce is at his committee room al- 
most daily and is devoting a great deal of 
time to the consideration of the numerous 
bills amendatory to the Inter-state Commerce 
law that have been introduced in the Senate 
this session. Immediately after the reassem- 
bling of Congress he will call the committee 
together and urge the consideration of the 
measures that have been proposed, many of 
which are intended t. vitalize and addstrength 
to the law. upon which heavy inroads have 
been made by recent Federal court decisions. 

These bills will be reported to the Senate 
at the earliest practicable day, said Senator 
Cullom this morning. and i intend to insist 
upon their consideration by the Senate. The 
measures proposed are of great. importance, 
and I contemplate some very material changes 
in the existing statute. The general law is to 
be amended so as to protect witnesses in or- 
der that they may be compelled to testify. 
The decision of Judge Gresham is to the ef- 
fect that the Federal courts of the country 
cannot be required under the Constitutign to 
act as aids toan administrative body in the 
prosecution of its work. However, the de- 
cision indicates that a law will be constitu- 
tional which provides a penalty for refusing to 
testify or to produce books, and that the pen- 
alty could be prosecuted in a Federal court. 
ae is also required to define what a 

ine is. 

Another bill the railroads are interested 
in.“ continued the Senator, is the general 
amendment popularly known as the bill to 
permit pooling. It is not, properly speaking, 
such a measure, but is intended to give rail- 
roads authority to make contracts between 
competing lines for the division of freight, 
subject to the approval or disapproval of the 
Inter-state Commerce Commission.“ 

Mr. Cullom does not say whether he favors 
the pooling amendment or not, but the infer- 
ence is that he would be opposed to it. 


STATE PAPERS GO TO FAVORITES. 


Some Boston Writers Seem to Be the Only 
Ones Able to Secure Historical Documenta, 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special. ]— 
The Washington Post today has a long article 
about the favoritism which has been shown 
for years in access given to important histor- 
ical documents in the State Department. 
The newspaper calls it a scandal, but this is 
probably overdrawn. It charges, in substance, 
that Henry Cabot Lodge and Henry Adams 
have been given facilities which were denied 
to other writers, though Secretary Blaine and 
others at the head of the State Department 
issued orders at various times which were de- 
signed to prevent favoritism. The Post says: 


The casein a nutshell is this: Congress for 
many years has been buying valuable papers for 
the State Department, and a Boston ring of pro- 
fessional authors Lave for the same period been 
holding other and real writers back from them, 
while they themselves ravaged the collections 
through clerks employed for the purpose. A sin- 
gle case will illustrate the situation. One of the 
ablest writers upon our early history, a man of 
wide culture, of prominent position in Western 
journalism, and possessing general acquaintance 
and. much influence among public men, applied 
during the Garfield Administration to be al- 
lowed to have copied certain letters of 
the, Monroe papers and other similar manu- 
scripts which he wished to use in his historical 
week. Secretary ine gave prompt assent. 
Assistant Secretary Hitt did what he was asked 
to do to the matter. But, in spite of all 
this official help, the Western writer could obtain 
no material. nder President Arthur, Represen- 
tative Charles Farwell of Chicago undertook to 
secure the desired copies. As before, all officials 
in the State Department gave orders, and here 
the business halted; and when Mr. Cleveland 
came in, no — whatever in obtaining the 
papers had n made. 


Mr. Farwell had no better success with tho 


Cleveland administration. There is a more 
flagrant case which the Washington paper 
does not cite. When Mr. Bayard was Secre- 
tary of State one of the bureau chiefs was 
Worthington C. Ford, a Brooklyn mugwump. 
Valuable historical material known as The 
Washington Papers” were not accessible to 
the public. Ford, through his official posi- 
tion, was able to get control of the papers and 
to publish them under copyright. 

Bostox, Mass., Dec. 27.—Congressman 
Henry Cabot Lodge, referring to the article 
in the Washington Post, said tonight that the 
accusation was false. ‘Lhe article, he alleges, 
was written to injure his chances for election 
to the Senate. He says he got permission to

NEWS OF THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


The White House May Be Closed for Three 
Weeks. 

WASH NG TON, D. C., Dec. 27.—The White House 
is still in a state of quarantine and bids fair to re- 
main so for at least three weeks to come. The 
office part of the building, however, 1s open for 
business as usual, and the President, Private Sec- 
retary Halford, and their assistants will be found 
at their desks. The Attorney-General was the 
President's only caller this morning. and he called 
principally to inquire after little Martena Har- 
rison, who has scarlet-fever. There is no material 


change in ber condition, and none is expected un- 
til the disease has run its allotted course. The 


attack is a mild one. 


Panama and Nicaragua Not Parallel. 


Two years ago, in 4 speech at Portland, Me., 
Senator Frye prophesied a condition of affairs in 
relation to the Panama Canal scheme that has 
been fulfilled almost to the letter. He said that 
time would show that the whole scheme was cor- 
rupt, and that within a year or two at least the 
light would be thrown upon it and the fate of the 
republic would tremble under the shock. There 
has been some talk to the effect that the Panama 
and the Nicaragua Canal schemes are parallel. 
and that the disaster that has overtaken the 


French people will cause public men in this coun- 


try to hesitate in giving their votes to sanction 
the guarantee of the Nicaragua bonds, fearing 
that a scandal might result. Mr. Frye can see 
nothing of the kind and is emphatic in his decla- 
ration to that effect. Said he: I believe this 
measure will pass the Senate, but of course such 
a prediction cannot be made as to the chances in 
the House. It can hardly be supposed that the 
bill will meet with favor there.“ 


“ Bill” Dalton May Lose His Commission. 


Attorney-General Miller is somewhat disturbed 
by the report that Bill Dalton, the notorious 
outlaw, bas been appointed a Deputy United States 
Marshal at Coffeyville, Kas. He has applied to 
the United States Marshals in Kansas and the In- 
dian Territory for information on the subject, at 
the same time expressing his surprise and disap- 
proval at such an appointment, but so far he had 
received no response from either officers. He in- 
dicated clearly that he would not countenance the 
appointment of a man of Dalton’s stamp. 


Enrollment at Indian Schools. 


Notwithstanding the difficulties experienced by 
the Indian Office in securing the attendance of 
children at the Indian schools, reports just re- 
ceived show that the enrollment for the quarter 
ended Sept. 30, in Indian schools of all kinds was 
15,495, as sages with 14,485 for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, the increase being 1,010. 
The increase in the government and the public 
schools for this period was 1,200, while in the con- 
tract schools conducted by religious denomina- 
tions there was a decrease of about 189. The 
total enrollment for the year is expected to reach

All had gone to bed except Matron Hiner and 
daughter, who started out to make the round 
of the house before closing up. Entering the 
sitting-room they saw flames breaking through 
the floor. Matron Hiner sent her daughter to 
arouse the neighboring farmers while she 
hastened to save the imperiled children. 

The little people were tired and sleepy and 
paid no heed to startled calls, There were 
many of them shaken in vain and opened 
their eyes only to close them again in drowsy 
stupidity. It was necessary to carry most of 
them bodily down-stairs and out of the build- 
ing, placing them in the snow and bidding 
them run in their bare feet to the residence of 
Howard Smith, a quarter of a mile away. 
Some of the children would even craw! back in 
bed when pulled out and one urchin named Sain 
Stone, fought desperately to keep under the 
warm bedclothes. All cried lustily, and the 
matron dispiayed rare courage and coolness 
in effecting their removal from the building. 
Up the stairs poured volumes of blindimg 
smoke, while below in the basement the 
roar of flames breaking through the 
floors would have driven one less devoted 
from the house. There was no time 
for the children to dress or even seize. their 
clothes. ‘Che matron would take two strug- 
gling little chaps, and, with one under each 
arm, would rush down, drop them in the 
snow, point to Smith’s house, and go up-stairs 
after another load. 

The floors fell into the basement just as she 
and the hired man carried the last two chil- 
dren ont of doors. 

The building and contents were almost an 
entire loss, there being only $3,500 insurance 
in the Phoenix of Brooklyn. 


BLOW TO A LUMBER MONOPOLY. 


Judge Cornish of St. Paal Holds That Its 
Aim Is to Restrain Trade. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Dec. 27.—[ Special. ]— 
Judge Cornish in the District Court today 
filed an order and memorandum in the case 
of the Bohn Manufacturing company against 
W. G. Hollis et al., officers and members of 
the Northwestern Lumbermen’s Association. 

e court denies the motion for an order set- 
ting aside and dissolving the temporary in- 
junction made last May, and the order to show 
cause is discharged. The memorandum says: 

The plaintiff claims that the defendant has en- 
tered into a cunspiracy to restrain trade to evade 
the law in this regard; to prevent every whole- 
sale lumber dealer from selling lumber to any one 
except the members of the defendant association, 
so as to compel all retail dealers to join the de- 
| fendant association and act with its members. 
Plaintiff sold certain lumber to several customers 
within the territory of another member of the as- 
sociation and was fined by the association, and it 
is proposed to punish the plaintiff by warning the 
dealers in the State not to trade with him. There 
are eighty-five retail dealers who will be warned 
not to trade with the plaintiff by this defendant 
association and twenty-five wholesale dealers. 

In view of these alleged facts the temporary in- 
junction was asked for. In the answer asso- 
ciation says that there are more than 150 retail 
dealers in the association; that each one of them 
is financially responsible; that it 18 proposed to 
strike the name of the plaintiff off the list of the 
honorary members of the association and put 
their name on the unfriendly list. 

After thus stating the points at issue the 
court proceeded to say: 

If trade can be controlled by this association 
there is established a barrier between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer which cannot be passed 
except upon the payment of the fixed penalty of 
10 per cent. This tax must come out of the man- 
ufacturer and through him out of the labor em- 
ployed by him, orit must come from the con- 
sumer, and in either case it comes out of the peo- 
ple of the State, which isan equivalent. If this 
association is successful the people of the State 
can buy goods only of or through the local dealer 
in the locality in which the goods are to be con- 
sumed, Competition is thus prevented and the lum- 
ber trade controlled by the association. The object 
of the association is to control the trade and the 
price. The result would be a great monopoly in 
a great industry. The defendants have substan- 
tially admitted the charges made by the com- 
—— by disclosing this their real purpose. 

heir answer that not all the retail dealers are 
members of their association is not sufficient, as 
this class of monopoly need not be complete to be 
effective.

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AFTER ITS CHARTER. 


ALLEGED VIOLATION OF AN INSUR- 
ANOE LIOENSE, 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Against the 
United States Mutual Accident Associa- 
tion Begun by the Attorney-General in 
Behalf of Auditor Pavey—The Company 
Charged with Executing an Unauthor- 
ized Contract—Life and Accident Poli- 
cles Issued on the Fixe Premium Plan. 


Attorney-General Hunt, in behalf of Audit- 
or of State Pavey, yesterday instituted quo 
warranto proceedings to annul the charter and 
revoke the license of the United States Mut- 
ual Accident Association. 

The bill is brought in the name of the-Peo- 
ple of Illinois in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County. It charges the insurance company 
with carrying on a business, or rather with 
executing a contract, not guthorized by its 
charter. Ihe company, the bill alleges, was 
organized under the New York laws without 
capital stock for the purpose of doing a life 
and accident business on che assessment plan. 
About a year ago, the bill alleges. the com- 
pany applied for a license for Illinois. This 
was granted by the Auditor under the act of 
the Legislature providing for beneficiary so- 
cieties. Since then the company has been do- 
ing business in this State with a branch office 
and general manager at Chicago. 

Fixed Premium Plan, 

Instead of issuing policies on the assess- 
ment plan, however, as provided for by the 
license, the bill says that during the last six 
months or more the company has been issuing 
life and aécident policies on the fixed premium 
plan. These policies, the bill avers, were 
sued contrary to law and wrongfully. The 
company, moreover, it further alleges, had 
violated its license since it — persons 
from bodily injury, agreeing to pay in case 
of injury within ten days from the date of the 
policy a specified sum of money per week, 
not to exceed fifty-two weeks. while the in- 
jury continued, and in case death resulted 
from the injury within twenty days, to pay 
the sum of $5,000 to the representatives of the 
holder of the policy. | 


Income Supplements, 

The company, according to the bill, bas 
also, since its entrance to this State, issued 
policies of insurance called income supple- 
ments. By these the company for $5 paid it 
in advance agreed to pay the beneficiary of 
the assured, in the event of the latter’s death, 
under the circumstances before related, $5 a 
week during the natural life of the beneficiary. 
The bill then recites an instance of such a 
policy. 

Bernard H. Trumbull of Chicago became a 
mem ber of the United States Mutual Accident 
Association July 2, 1892, and was given a pol- 
icy insuring him against death through exter- 
nal, violent, and accidental means. By this 
Trumbull was to receive a certain sum in 
case of injury, and in case of death within 
ninety days therefrom his beneficiary, Millie 
R. Trumbull, was to be paid $5,000. The com- 
pany’s officers, the bill alleges, also levied an 
assessment on Trumbull for $4 to pay losses 
and office expenses. By the terms of this as- 
sessment notice the company stipulated that 
if paid before Dec. 7, 1892, the $4 would ex- 
empt Trumbull from further payment and 
keep his policy in force for three mont 

B. H. Trumbull, the bill alleges, applied 
Dec, 5, 1892, for another accident. policy in 
the association. He paid $% and was given a 
policy, called an income supplement, in which 
the company agreed to pay to Millie R. 
Trumbull, his wife, $% a week during her life 
in case of his death by bodily injuries within 
the ninety days. The bill states further that 
this polizy was made valid and continued for 
twelve months from its date, Dec. 5, without 
further payment. Besides this the company 
permitted Trumbull to renew the policy from 
year to year for five years by a yearly pay- 
ment of 

In consideration of all which violations of 
the license the plaintiff asks that the license 
of the company in Illinois be annulled. 


AFTER CO-OPERATIVE COMPANIES. 


New York Insurance Department Will Try 
to Have Some Charters Aunulled. 

New York, Dec. 27.—[Special.}—The Dep- 
uty Superintendent of Insurance of this State, 
Michael Shannon, is investigating the man- 
agement of various coòperative fire insurance 
com panies of this city of the class referred to 
es follows by State Superintendent James F. 
Pierce in his report of 1891: 

Scattered over the State, in various localities, 
there are numerous incorporated fire-insurance 
companies, organized at various times from 1857 
down to the present. They are conducted upon 
the codperative assessment plan. They are not re- 
quired by law to report to the Insurance Depart- 
ment. They are not required to maintain any de- 
posit in reserve for the security of policyboiders, 
and are under no sort of supervision. 

Deputy Superintendent Shannon has sug- 
gested to the Attorney-General that proceed- 
ings be taken for the annulment of the charter 
of the Worid Coòperative Fire-Insurance com- 
pany of Kingsand New York Counties, the 
suggestion being made after an examination 
with the officers of the company. 

S. Albert Reed, under instructions from the 
Insurance Department, has examined into the 
affairs of the New York County Co- 
operative, the New York Home Cooperative, 
and the Standard Codperative Fire Insurance 
companies. It is expected that the Attorney- 
Geveral will institute proceedings against the 
vodéperative insurance companies, whose af- 
fairs have been investigated by the Insurance 
Department and declared to bein conflict 
with the law. ä 


Insurance Notes. 


The report of the Chicago Fire Department 
for the first eleven months of this year shows the 
amount of property involved in fires, the insur- 
ance involved, and the losses to have been as fol- 
lows: For the first nine months—Value of build- 
ings, $47,515,371; value of contents, $33.612,090; 
loss on buildings, $335,185; loss on con- 
tents, $467,228; total insurance, $46,680,956. 
For October—Value of buildings, $10,470,680; 
value of contents, $5,646,045; loss to buildings, 
$133,120 ; loss to contents, $202,327 ; total insurance, 
$5,501,327. For November—Value of buildings. 
$5,807,475; value of contents, 9$5,994.510; loss to 
buildings, $216.850; loss to contents, $77,340; total 
insurance, $5,160,355. Totals for the year—Value 
of buildings, 964,003,526; value of contents, 
$45,252,585; loss to buildings, $688,155. 
Loss to contents, $746,895. Total insurance, $57,- 
342.638. The number of alarms answered during 
the eleven months was 4,258. of which 3,271 oc- 
curred in the first nine months, 587 in October, 
and 480 in November. Thus, out of a total of $57.- 
342.628 insurance, the losses were $1,435,050. The 
year for the city has been an exceptionally fort- 
upate one. The record is the best ever made.

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| CORNER-STONE OF ST.JOHN’s CATHEDRAL, | 


It Is Laid by Bishop Potter with Impres- 
sive Services, 

New Yorx, Dec. 27.—The corner-stone of 
the Cathedral Church of St. John the Divine 
was laid this afternoon by the Rt.- Rev. Henry 
C. Potter, D. D., D. C. L., of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York. The ceremony took 
place at 3 p. m. 

The site of the cathedral is on West One 
Hundred and Tenth street, and commands a 
fine view of the Hudson Rivor and many miles 
of the city and country surrounding. It is in 
the center of a district rapidly filling up with 
residences. In addition Columbia College and 
St. Luke’s Hospital have lately decided to re- 
move to this neighborhood. The scope of the 
cathedral as enunciated by Bishop Potter in 
reconvening the trustees was declared to be 
that of a church for the people—all people 
and ins aim has been kept constantly in view 
in the six years of work which culminated to- 
day in the laying of the corner-stone, the first 

in the work of actual construction. 

he cathedral willinclude seven ‘‘ chapels 
of tu in each of which there will be a 
service at least every Sunday in seven differ- 
ens languages. In its national aepect the ca- 
thed ral project commands attention on ac- 
count of its aim and scope. Already without 
any public appeal and with little individual 
solicitation over $1,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed or bequeathed to the cathedral. One 
of the first and largest subscriptions was made 
by a Presbyterian. 

The cathedral is not patterned after those 
of England or the continent, but is to be 
built in accordance with American needs and 
ideas. The sittings in the cathedral are to be 
forever free. The Bishop of New York is to 
be President of its chapter. The land for its 
site was purchased for $850,000 and has since 
doubled in value. The cost of the structure 
is estimated at $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. The 
foundations are laid in solid rocks. The en- 
tire structure will measure 520 feet in length 
and will haye three square towers, the main 
tower being at the junction of the nave and 
transepts. 

The ceremonies this afternoon were wit- 
nessed by an immense throng which filled and 
surrounded the temporary cruciform tent 
over the foundation. Invitations had been 
sent to the President of the United States and 
bis Cabinet, the Governor and his staff, Mayor 
Grant and Mayor-elect Gilroy, Bishops of the 
Episcopal Church and other dignitaries. Over 
a thousand guests were seated under the tent, 
from the central staff of which floated a 
bu with the arms of the ancient diocese 
of New York embossed on biue silk with a 
— border. Two bright silk American flags 

oated from poles at the main entrances. 
The procession of clergy and guests escort- 
ing the Bishop of New York formed at the 
Orphan Asylum and marched to the site. 

The laysng of the corner-stone was done by 
Bishop Henry C. Potter, after which the re- 
cessional hymn was sung. In the corner-stone 
was placeda large pewter box containing 
church books and publications and a brick 
from the first church built in America—the 
church erected by Columbus in 1498 on the 
Island of Hispaniola. The procession of Bish- 
ops and other clergymen in their robes, doc- 
tors in scarlet and blue hoods, choir boys in 
surplices, and divinity students in cap and 
gown was striking. The music included a 
special anthem written by Choirmaster Par- 
ker of the Holy Trinity, and was sung under 
the direction of Richard Henry Warren of St. 
Thomas'.

Marshal, Thomds P. Browne: musicians, trom- 
bones, and cornets; Church Choral Society, under 
direction of Richard Henry Warren; students of 
General Theological Seminary; trustees of Co- 
lumbia College; trustees of St. Luke’s Hospital;

DANGER FROM ITA OWN PROJECTILES . 


What May Happen to the U. & & Vesu- 
vius from Its Pneumatic Guns, 

A Washington dispatch published yesterday 
stated that the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius was 
to have an adequate trial once for all to see 
if its guns would do what have been claimed 
for them. It is barely possible that the ex- 
haustive test that has been ordered is prompted 
by criticism of the working of the battery of 
the Vesuvius. According toa letter written 
by Emil Gathman of Chicago, an engineer 
on the United States Steamship Vermont, who 
was on the Vesuvius during a recent trial of its 
pneumatic guns, the dynamite cruiser may 
some day fall a victim to one of its own pro- 
— An extract from the letter is as fol- 
ows: 

Each of the three guns was fired ten times, that 


is ten charges of compressed air were let into 
each tube ata pressure of 1.000 to 1,500 


unds 
per square inch. During part of the firing T stood 


on a wharf somewhat ahead of the guns. From 
there I noticed that about every fifth or sixth 
shot was low pressure, or, as [ afterw found 
out, only 75 to 100 pounds pressure was registered 
in the gage ofthe gun. This alone ought to con- 
demn the use of the pneumatic system, for if a 
loaded shell were really to be inserted in the tube 
and a pressure of only 100 pounds were applied 
the result would simply be that the shell, being 
thrown only afew hundred feet ahead of the 
Vesuvius’ bow, it would explode just as the ves- 
sel, being under way, got within a few feet of it, 
or possibly just as it ran the projectile down, 
his is something for the officers and men to 
bearin mind. The report that these make 
at their — 1 notwithstanding what is said 
to the contrary, is very nearly as loud as that of a 
six-inch breech-loading rifle, asthe quantity of 
air displaced is nearly the same. There were no 
projectiles used during this test, all that was 
wanted being to see how near an equal pressure 
could be obtained at each discharge. The maxi- 
mum was 1,708 pounds per square inch and the 
minimum 6 pounds. a dangerous i ality. The 
amount of vapor that issued from the muzzle of 
guns a each discharge was surprising. 
opinion is that the trial was a dismal failure. 

The tests that the government is making 
with torpedoes charged with high explosives 
is watched with particular interest by Louis 
Gathman of Chicago, the father of the en- 
gineer who wrote the letter quoted. Mr. 
Gathman has invented a winged torpedo, 
which he claims can destroy any battle ship 
afloat. It is built for an eight-inch gun, car- 
ries 225 pounds of gun cotton, and its wings 
give ita close approach to a point blank 
range of two miles. A rocket attachment 
drives it through the water after striking for 
500 yards ata rate three times higher, it is 
claimed, than that attained by any known 
engine of war under the same circumstances. 
One of the torpedoes on exhibition at the 
Masonic Temple is eighteen feet in length and 
cost $900 to manufacture. 

The United States Government has agreed 
to furnish powder and cannon fora trial of 
six of the torpedoes at Willett’s Point, and if 
the test be successful it has agreed to pur- 
chase 200 of the projectiles. It costs money 
to make the six torpedoes, and the transporta- 
tion is another item, and the Chicago inven- 
tor is casting about for a capitalist who will 
help convince the government that it has a 
means of defense against a hundred of Her

SELLING BONDS FOR GOLD, 


Speculations as to the Continued Exports 
of Gold. 


New York Sun: The continued exports of gold 
from this country to Europe, together with the 
continued increase of our paper and silver cur- 
rency through the operation of the act of July, 
1890, are exciting the anxiety, not to say the 
alarm, of thinking people. The stock of gold in 
the Treasury has run down to barely $120,000,000, 
with a prospect of a further speedy decrease, 
while the amount of greenbacks, coin notes, na- 
tional bank notes, silver dollars, and silver cer- 
titicates, which rest upon it, is already over 
$ 000, and is increasing. It is pacetene. 
therefore, that the gold in the Treasury mer Se 
depleted to a point at which tbe public will lose 
confidence, and by a sudden demand for the re- 
demption of legal tender notes cause a suspension 
of gold payments. 

It is announced, — by the authority of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, that whenever the 
amount of gold in the Treasury becomes danger- 
ously small he will increase it by selling bonds 
for gold under tne provisions of the Resumption 
act of 1875. That act empowered the Secretary 
of the Treasury to redeem in coin on and after 
Jan. 1, 1879, the Treasury notes then outstanding, 
and, to prepare and provide for such resumption, 
to sell at not less than par for coin bonds of the 
description mentioned in the Funding act of 
1870, to the extent necessary for the purpose. It 
is now claimed on behalf of the present Secretary 
that the act of 1875 remains in full force, and that 
it gives him the power to sell bonds for gold 
223 in his opinion it becomes necessary to 


“Waiving the question whether the resumption 

act is still in force, and whether bonds may be 
issued under it fourteen years after its purpose 
has been 2 re nothing is said init about 
redeeming legal tenders in gold or of selling 
bonds for gold. Nor can the bonds it refers to be 
made payable by their terms in gold. They are 
expressly directed to be made payable i in coin, 
and to be sold for coin, and redemption is to be 
made in coin. The emergency under which they 
can, by the most liberal construction of the act. 
be issued at this late day is not, therefore, the 
necessity of maintaining redemptione in gold. 
Silver ot meet all the requirements of the 
act, and as long as the Treasurer has enough of 
them — Secretary has no ground for accumulat- 


ing gol 

There has been some wild talk about the banks 
of this city furnishing the Treasury with 80.000. 
000, and even $75,000,000, in ~ in exchange for 
bonds. What a few foolish bank officers may not 
have said on the subject it is impossible to guess, 
but that a majority of them would consent to 
diminish their lawful money reserves by even the 
smaller amount mentioned is incredible. If they 
paid away $50,000,000 in gold they would have to 
replace it with legal tender notes, and these 
would have to be withdrawn from circulation 
with op results to business. If the Secre- 
tary is to get any considerable quantity of gold it 
must be m the 1 nay and whether he pould 
do it except at a stiff rate of interest is doubtful. 
Any bands he issued would be liable to be paid off 
in silver. and for incurring this danger buyers

STRONG QUOTATIONS. 


BOOM IN LAKE STREET ELEVATED 
‘THE FEATURE OF THE DAY. 


Other Stocks Were Also Firm—Wheat 
Was Stronger and Somewhat Higher, 
with Good Buying Locally and on 
Outside Account—Corn Easy and Oats 
Steady—Provisions Up on the Light Re- 
eceipts of Hegs—General Financial and 


Commercial News. 


The officia! list of sales at the Stock Exchange 
for yesterday by no means indicates the volume 
of business transacted. There were a great many 
transactions in the way of turning stock from the 
December to the January account which do not 
appear on the regular list of sales, but are never- 
theless of quite as mueh importance in the situa- 
tion as any of the otber transactions. Stock is 
being turned from the first to the second account 
more easily than was generally anticipated. Sec- 
ond account transactions were first made last 
Saturday and at that time the difference between 
the two accounts was abnormally wide, indicat 
ing a difficulty in finding any one willing to carry 
stock at an ordinary rate of interest. 
That difference has narrowed in the 
case of most of the securities, but 
there is still quite a wide margin between the two 
account quotations for the street railroad stocks. 
It is not wide enough, however, to prevent a great 
deal of it being turned. Settlement prices yester- 
day were for West Chicago 211% for the first ac- 
count and 214% for the second account; for North 
Chicago 279% for the first account and 283% for 
the second account. 

The market showed considerable firmness at 
the opening. but lost some of that confident tone 
before the close. The first sales of North Chicago 
were 281 regular; the stock closed at 280% for 
the account. West Side opened at 212% for the 
account and closed at 211%, with the migrket 
weak at that quotation. There did not seem to 
be much interest in the street railway stocks out- 
side of those who wished to transfer trades from 
one account to another. 

Much discussion is heard as to whether or not 
the annual reports of the street railway com- 
panies will prove disappointing. Some of the 
most sanguine friends of the properties have 
pitched their expectations exceedingly high on 
the subject of what these annual reports are to 
show and regarding what is totake place at the 
annual meet in the way of new stock issues. 
Probably a fair average of the expectation in ref- 
erence. to North Side is that tùhe report will show 
net earnings of not far from 18 per cent, and that 
the dividend rate will Be advanced certainly to ll 
percent and most probably to 12 percent. It is 
true there are predictions much more sanguine 
than this. Some of the most enthusiastic friends 
of the property are talking about net earnings 
of 20 per cent being shown. If any- 
things less than 18 is shown the average bull on 
this stock will be more or less disappointed, and 
any advance of dividend not equal to 11 per cent 
would be a sweeping disappointment, while a 
dividend rate below 12 per cent will failto meet 
the expectations of many traders. In the case of 
West Side, estimates vary more widely as to what 
the statement of the year’s earnings will show. 
Expectation as to the dividend rate is pretty 
unanimous in putting it at_9 per cent, but a few 
count on more than that. Estimates of net earn- 


- ings range from 10 to 13 per cent. There are few 


of the bulls who will admit there is any chance 
of the statement showing earnings as low as 10 
per cent, and 12 is probably looked for by a 
majority of those who take an unfavorable view 
of the situation. 

The feature of the day was the trading in Lake 
street elevated stock. By all odds the greatest 
interest shown in any security was centered in 
this stock. The flactuations were the widest and 
the transactions the heaviest of any security on 
the list. The stock was exceedingly strong. The 
opening was at 32\. uotations wot * u 
steadily throughout the day and closed 1 Bh 
Most of the people who are trading in the 8 
have little idea as to its intrinsic value and are 
doing no „ at all regarding its future 
prospects.

It is 
doubtful if a single share sold yesterday went into 
the hands of anyone who expects to hold it as an 
investment. 

One of the rumors gonecrnine Lake Street Ele- 
vated was to the effect that a shrewd play is about 
to be made by the men who have recently ob- 
tained control of the property. It was said that 
the present mortgage will be foreclosed and this 
will put the ge who are now buying the stock 
so eagerly in position where they would be 
forced to make any sort of terms the insiders 
chose to offer. All this would be quite possible 
theoretically, but, as a matter of fact, there seems 
little probability of its being carried out. The 
bends so far issued are practically in first hands ; 
none of them are in the hands of outsiders, and 
it is shid that the whole amount issued is con- 
trolled by a harmonious pool. All intention of fore- 
closing the mortgage securing these bonds is de- 
nied. A new mortgage will without doubt be 
made and these bonds will be taken up, but there 
seems little probability of foreclosure proceed- 
ings such as might leave stockholders out in the 


cold.
